estimated average per acre 25°3 Rae as 
compared with 21.1 bushels Jast year. The 
bulletin sads the wheat crop has undoubt- 
edly suffered from frost to a considerable 
extent, but just how much it is impossible 
at present to determine. Some correspond- 
ents estimate the damage in their localities 
as low as two per cent., but in the aggre- 
gate there will be, as near as can be deter- 
mined from reports, 40 per cent., all the 
way from No. 1 hard to chicken feed.

Heretofore ali har'ey, or practically all, that 
came into this country has bern manufactured 
jato malt, This year however, owing to the 
excessive duty, only some 400,000 bushels hae 
beeu purchased for malting purposes. The bal 
ance of the (otal receipts here, viz. 560,000 bush- 
ols has gone tbrough the country in bond to New 
York for export, andas much more has gone 
direct from Canada abroad, via Montreal, There 
has, theref.re, been considerably lees than 500, - 
000 bushe!s of barley imported here thus far 
from Oanada for malting purposer, against ao 
aversge of 2,000,000 bushels to the eame date in 
previous years, There is at Oswego to-day but 
one bonded warehouse, and not enough business 
to kesp it going full time even now, during the 
Fall. In former years there were at least seven 
of these larga bonded warehouses, 

The pricea at which Canada barley is selling 
now, are the same as those obtained a year ago, 
and are 18@2c per bushel more than those for 
which the same quality of Weatern barley is now 
eelling. The maltsters who bave brought this 
Oanada barley at these relatively high prices, 
are no doubt taking a very great buriaess risk, 
but owing t> the location of their malt hou’es 
they are almost compel/ed to use Canada barley 
or abut Cown, because of Western competition. 
Their only hope is to persuade brewers to use 
Canada malt, which should bring on the present 
basis of barley prices, 20 cents per bushel more 
than Western malt. 

The present prices of New York State barley 
are ten cents to fifteen cents per bushel lower 
than at this tume last year, because now in selling 
his barley the New York State farmer must 
compete with the Western, or lower grade 
barley, which is a direct result of the McKinley 
bill. 


The present prices of Western barley are ten 
cents per bushel lowerthan a year ego, because 
of the immense surplus of that grain over and 
above the wants of the maltaters, and which 
must be sold abroad for feed in competition with 
corn and oats from this country and barley from 
the Danube, Smyrna and the Mediterranean 
const, 

The Palladium’s statement, then, 
amounts to this: Under the stimulus of 
the enormous duty imposed upon barley 
under the McKinley tariff, farmers in the 
States have growa so much of the cereal aa 
to overstock the market and cause a reduc- 
tlon of from 103 to 16o per buehel, Oan- 

adian barley, belng of superior quality, has 
not similarly declined in value in the 
Ameriran market. If, however, the duty 
were as low as ib was Jast year, tho Can. 
adian product wou'd nave fallen to the same 
extent as the native article, but {t could not 
be purchased with tho full amount of duty 
deducted for such price. Tho Palladium 
tells us that the Oswego maltators aro, bo- 
Sause of the McKinley daty, paying 10c to 
150 more per bushel for Canadian barley 
than they ought to pay. Ina word, they 
(the Oswogo maltstors) in the first place,and 
their customers eventually, are paying the 
duty, to that extent at least. 

Tho Grit press have been sympathizing 
with our farmers on the allegation that 
they, the producers, have been paying the 
duty. We offer them the statement of an 
authority which Is friendly to them, namely 
that of our Oswogo contemporary, to the 
contrary.

DEAD WITH PEN IN HAND. 
tu Lyiten * 


De Blowitz’s Picture of Lord 
End. 


Loxpox, Dec. 1.—Tho version of the 
death of Lord Lytton given by the great De 
Blowitz, ‘tour own correspondent in Paris” 
of The London Times, is said to be the cor- 
rect one, though there scems to be no 
good reason 34 the newspaper stories 
should differ. De Blowitz da ribes the 
event thus: All the morning Lord Lytton 
had been writing verses in bed. 
The morphia taken to allay the 
pain had doubtless inflamed his imag- 
ination, and his mental activity seemed 
hourly increasing, About 4 o'clock, just as 
Lady Lytton had entered the adjoining 
room and was taking off her cloak, Lord 
Lytton asked his valet to give him some 
carminative, a mixture which he took to 
allay pains in the side. He was continuing 
to write. The valet went for the mixture, 
and while turning to the window to pour 
out a dose he heard a slight noise, looked 
around and saw Lord Lytton dead’ The 
ink was not dry on the sheet of paper, and 
the last lino was unfinished. Such a death 
was characteristic, The poct struck down, 
pen in hand, after a morning in which the 
diplomatist had listened to the report of the 
Embassy Secretary.” 

To-day DeBlowitz writes: “I have had 
the melancholy satisfaction of looking on 
the mortal remains of Lord Lytton. ‘The 
body lay on a plain iron bedstead. A crown 
of laurels placed at the head. Close at 
hand were a few books, among them a 
volume of Tennyson which he had been 
reading in the morning to Lady Lytton, and 
the sheet of paper on which he was writing 
at the moment of his death. Ihave never 
looked upon a dead face so lm pressive in its 
calm. It is that of a man who has done his 
work and has entered into cternity without 
fear.” 

An Old Quarrel Recalled,

FIELD'S BIG FAILURE 


Suid to Have Misapproprinted $1,710,000 
—tartling statement, 


New York, Dec. 1.—A sensation in 
financial circles was caused when, in refer- 
ence to the failure of Field, Lindley, 
Weichera & Co., bankers and brokers, No. 
1 Broadway, the Stock Exchange officially 
announced that the Uniow Pacific Railroad 
had notified it that securities to the amount 
of $1,710,000 had been misappropriated. 
These securities were accordingly declared 
tobe nota good delivery on account of 
sales made on the Exchange, 

The securities include $679,000 Union 
Pacific, Denver and consolidated 5s and 
$8000 first mortgage ‘bonds; $516,000 Ore- 
gon Short Line and Utah Northern ‘con- 
solidated 5s and $218,000 collateral trust 
5s of the same company; $39,000 Oregon 
Navigation collateral trust 5s, 1000 shares 
Texas Pacitic, and 500 shares Oregon Short 
Line and Utah Northern stock. 

Immediately after the Stock Exchange 
had fired this great shot the Union Pucific, 
through its officers, mado the following 
statement: 

“The company has repeatedly offered to 
pay off these loans since the funding scheme 
was consummated and has stood ready to 
do so, but prepayment was refused. Since 
the three loans matured the company has 
made every effort to take up the loans, but 
the lenders delayed; making various excuses 
for not being ready to deliver the collateral 
on receipt of payment. The company 
stands ready at any time to pay the lo ans 
on delivery of collateral or to eet any of 
its obligations provided collaterals are re- 
turned,” 

“Of the securities of 
were held by Field, Lindley, Weichers & 
Co,, in relation to which the Stock Ex- 
change has made’a ruling that they are not 
& good delivery, a large part were delivered 
to that firm as collateral security for three 
loans which matured on Novy. 13, 24 and 25 
and the balance of the securities for a loan 
which matures on Jan. 1 next. 

Several of the brokers of the suspended 
firm havesold ‘the bonds and must make 
delivery on Seay to the buyers. As 
they are not a good delivery the sellers are 
endeavoring to have the buyers cancel the 
transactions. 

Sidney Dillon, President of the Union 
Pacific, spoke very emphatically to-day 
ubout the matter. He said: 

“Their rehypothecation of these securi- 
ties is what I term criminal borrowing, I 
don’t think there can be any milder view of 
their action taken.” 

Assignee Charles W. Gould was as much 
in the dark as anybody concerning the sus- 
ponded firm’s affairs. He issued this state- 
ment 

There is no man on earth who could tell 
anything about how this business stands 
until the balances are made out, and I can- 
not be expected to make a definito stat« 
ment until I know what I’m talking 
about.

must go away unblest, having had no audience 
with the King? This thought of worshipping 
God in the giving of our substance, is one that 
is too much neglected in the Church of to-day. 
If we go back to the earliest dawn of the world’s 
history, we find that Cain and Abel,in their wor- 
ship, brought offerings to the Lord. Abraham 
gave tithes of all that he possessed to Melchiz- 
edek king of Salem ; and we judge from Scrip- 
ture, that tithe giving was practised by all the 
Patriarchs, and was customary even before the 
giving of the Law, for we read in Leviticus, 
**the tithe zy the Lord’s,” not shall be, as if it 
were a new institution. As in the matter of 
salvation, the New Testament is clearer, richer, 
and freer, soin the matter of giving, room is 
allowed for a richer and freer expression of our 
love and gratitude, 

In writing to the Corinthian Christians, Paul 
gives this larger law, ‘‘Upon the first day of the 
week let every one of you lay by him in share 
as God hath prospered him.”” The difficulty of 
this is that many people have hazy ideas as to 
how much of this prosperity they owe to God, 
and what share of it they should return. So 
many claims are presented by the church in the 
shape of home and foreign work, Sunday 
schools. and benevolent societies, that many 
people are confused and are at 9 loss to know 
when, where and how much to give. If they 
give little, conscience reproaches them, and if 
they give more another time under some sudden 
impulse or strong emotion, prudence accuses them 
of folly and giving more than is mete, So the 
battle is continually raging between conscience 
and covetousness. 

Peace and rest are’at once brought to the 
troubled mind by the adoption of the simple 
plan of systematic and proportionate giving, 
and the tenth is perhaps the best, being a scrip: 
tural amount, at which to fix the minimum of 
Our giving, and the tithe increases or decreases 
as the Lord prospers us, 

At the first glance it might be thought that 
this plan would give a good deal of trouble in 
carrying out, but the reverse is the fact.

Such an one is never troubled with the though} 
as to whether they can give to such aad such a 
cause. The money is there ; it has already 
been consecrated and given to the Lord, and 
naw our duty is simply to exercise the privilege 
of being God’s stewards and distribute the 
money according to the best of our judgment. 
Thus it saves all trouble and anxicty about col- 
lections and collectors, and from being a dis- 
agreeable duty, giving becomes, what it is our 
loving Father’s intention it should he, a posi: 
tive pleasure ; for he has declared ‘‘it is more 
blessed to give than to receive.”* 

Tn the case of merchants, farmers and busi- 
ness men generally, a Lord’stenth account may 
be kept, and at the weekly or monthly balance 
the tithe of net income may be credited and 
drawn from as occasion requires, 

I cannot conceive of any sound objections to 
this plan, and think it needs only to be more 
generally adopted. Giving a tenth of our in- 
come to the Lord is a practical proof that we 
acknowledge Him as the giver of all our goods; 
for what have we that we have not received 
It honors Him as the owner of all, and He has 
promised that ‘them that honor Me I will 
honor.”’ The tithe of income belongs as really 
of right to the Lord as the seventh of time. He 
has given us six parts of the time He allots us 
on earth tobe used in our own ihterests, but 
the seventh is the Lord's. In like manner He 

vermitted us to use nine-tenths of the increase 
tre gives to be used according to our own tastes 
and wishes, but the tenth is the Lord's, thus 
showing us that in His estimation time is more 
precious than money; and yet how many scem 
to haye no other object in life than to kill time 
and make it pass a8 quickly as possible.

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THE EAGLE BETRAYED HIM. 


A Farm Hand Confesses Knowledge of 
the Murder of Mra Gregory 

Mippietows, N.Y., Dec. 2,—The mys- 
tery of tho murder of Mrs. Amelia G. Gre- 
gory, which had baffled the detectives, is 
clearing up. She was killed in the after- 
noon of Oct. 14 at her home near here, and 
her house was plundered. ; 

Warren Brazington had a $20 gold piece 
changed a few days ago at a hotel bar. This 
aroused suspicion. Brazington had worked 
for the Gregorys as 4. farm hand, was not 
likely to come honestly by such a coin and 
thore was a piece like it in the stolen 
money. 

Officers followed Brazington to Wolf 
Pond, accused him of passing counterfeit 
money and brought him here. When 
Brazington was confronted by Assistant 
District Attorney Powelson and quostioned 
he eventually confessed that he ere who 
committed the murder and robbery and 
that he had‘shared in the plunder. 

He said he and Fred McGuire had talked 
over robbing the Gregory House, and 
knowing that money was kept there he had 
gone one night for that purpose, but on see- 
ing Mr. and Mrs. Gregory through a win- 
dow reading his courage failed him. 

He was working in a field with Mr. Greg- 
ory on the day of the murder, and when 
word of the tragedy came from the house he 
suspected McGuire. 

He visited McGuire's house that night. 
McGuire said he had committed the crime 
and gave him $26 to keep his mouth shut. 

The police are looking for McGuire in 
Pennsylvania,

Told Her to Go to the Devil, 

Sir. Edward Clarke stated that Roberts 
was the mathematical master of a school at 
Bath. A serious suggestion against Earl 
Russell was involved in his alleged relations 
with Roberts. His wife could not feel 
otherwise than outraged and distressed by 
those relations. 

When the Countess abiecled to Roberts’ 
presence in the house the Earl told her to 
go to the devil.

We are more apt to imitate, perhaps uncon- 
sciously, Ananias and Sapphira in keeping back 
part of the price. 

Avarice or covetousness, which God pro- 
nounces idolatry, is certainly one of the chief 
besetting sins of to-day. Men make haste to be 
rich and in doing so, *‘fall into temptation and 
a snare, and into many foolish and hurtful lusts 
which drown men in destruction and perdition,” 
It leads men to ‘err from the faith and pierce 
themselves through with many sorrows.” 

The only way to avoid all these evils and this 
terrible idolatry, is gladly and cheerfully to 
acknowledge God's claim upon our life, our 
love, our service, and all that we have and are, 
and one step that will largely help usin this 
direction, and prove of untold blessing will be 
the consecration of a definite portion of our sub- 
stance to the Lord. “‘Ifthou draw not thy 
soul to the hungry, and satisfy the afflicted soul, 
then shalt thy light rise in obscurity and thy 
darkness be as the noonday; and the Lord shall 
guide thee continually, and satisfy thy soul in 
drought and make fat thy bones ; and thou

The poor widow 
of Zarephath thought her handful of meal only 
enough for herself, neverthelesss at the com- 
mand of God's prophet she gave him a cake 
first, and Jo! the meal wasted not, ‘fand she 
and her house did eat many days,” Ifwe have 
any regard to God’s blessing and approval, we 
cannot afford of to pay Him what we owe, 
Thousands of Christians all over the world are 
recognizing God’s claim in this way, and the 
universal testimony is that it pays, even looked 
at from that low stand-point, the blessing of 
the Lord maketh rich, but withholding more 
than is meet tendeth to poverty, 

I was much impressed in reading an article 
in the Presbyterian Messenger some time ago, 
entitled “An Unsolicited Testimonial.” 

The writer said; ‘I adopted the system of 
tithe-giving thirty-six years ago, from personal 
reflection on the subject. I began witha tenth, 
and have raised the amount as my circumstances 
permitted, between that and a fourth and more. 

t gives me pleasure to look back on the com- 
fort and convenience this system has been to 
me, guiding me sometimes in trying circum- 
stances when different claims were presented to 
me,” 

A still more striking testimony was given by 
Dr, A. T, Pierson, speaking at a meeting of 
young men in Kingston about a year ago. 

He said when he made up his mind on this 
subject, he began by giving a tenth to the Lord, 
but he had been so wonderfully blessed and 
prospered that now he gave nine-tenths to God, 
and found one-tenth was sufficient for his own 
requirements, What a blessing it would be to 
some of our modern missionaries if they would 
follow this noble example, 

The greatest need of the world to-day is a 
mighty outpouring of the spirit of God upon 
professing Christians everywhere, until they 
shall be so filled with love to Christ and fired 
with zeal for His glory, that they shall count no 
service too severe, no sacrifice too great, no 
task too difficult to undertake in His name. 

The church to-day occupies the anomalous 
position of appealing to the world for funds to 
carry on her spiritual work, while there is ample 
wealth within her own borders if it were only 
laid upon the altar of consecration. 

The whole world, with its thousand million 
souls still sitting in heathen darkness, is now 
practically open to the missionaries of the 
Cross, and thousands of noble young men and 
women yolunteers are saying to the Mission 
Boards : *‘Here are we, send us;” and yet with 
the need and supply before them, these two 
cannot be peraght together for lack of funds, 
In the home lands we know how much work is 
hindered for the same reason, because Christ’s 
followers are laying up for themselves treasures 
upon earth and are not rich toward God, like 
the man in Pilgrim’s Progress so taken up with 
the glittering straws they rake together, they 
have neither eyes nor thoughts for the celestial 
crown above them. 

We believe if Christians generally were to 
adopt this simple and reasonable plan, under the 
guidance of the Holy Spirit, a new era of bless- 
ing and prosperity would dawn upon the world, 
and the glorious Gospel would be preached to 
every creature, 

“Bring yeall the tithes into the storehouse,

He was born 
in Milan on May 28, 1828 When 20 year 
old he wrote a letter toa friend in which 
he spoko dispavagingly of the young Em 
peror Francis Joseph, who had julat ascend 
od the throne The letter found its way 
into the columns of a Turkish nowspaper 
and resulted in his 
Arohduchoss Sophia, the young Emperor's 
mothor, was virtually the ruler of Austrian 
at the time and she summoned Archduke 
Henry to Vionna, Whore he was sharply re- 
buked and punished. The young Arc hduke 
was deoply devoted to the military career, 
in which he was progrossing rapidly, but 
this was cut short fora time by a decree

On Feb. 4, 1868, the Archduke contracted 
the alliance Whidh totianged him from hia 
family for 2) years and deprived him of 
rank and incoine. ‘The rule that any pro- 
posed matrimonial alliance should receive 
the sanction of the head of the house was 
not only disregarded, but the céremony 
took place in the face of an official edict 
issued by the head of the Hapsburg family 
prohibiting the nuptials, with the penalty 
of oxpatriation as the alternative. 

The bride was Fraulein Leopoldine Hof- 
man, the daughter of a very humble official 
employed in the Assessment Office at Krems, 
in Upper Austria. The acquaintance was 
formed while the Archduke was stationed as 
general, in command of the infantry at 
Graz. Fraulein Hofman was a singer at the 
theatre, with a monthly salary of 50 florins. 
She was handsomo, entertaining and dis- 
creet, and was a favorite with everybody. 
The young singer was irreproachadle in her 
conduct and her friendship with the Arch- 
duke was honorable in all respects durin 
the long time the acquaintance contianed: 
The fraulein’s best role was that of a Pamela 
in ‘Fra Diavolo,” and it was in that char: 
acter that young soldier first saw her and 
was captivates War broke out in the 
North as well as in the South and the Arch- 
duke had to take the field in Italy, but 
before doing so became engaged to marr 
the singer in case he escaped being killed. 

News of the engagement reached the 
Emperor and he made every effort to 
peered’ the match. The girl was offered 
large suns of money to break her troth, 
letters between the lovers were intercepted, 
stories derogatory to him were told to her 
and natieable young men Jaid violent siege 
to her heart, Then threats were resorted 
to and an attempt was made to banish her 
and her family, but this was abandoned and

Imper&l interference became more open 
and annoying, and the Archduke was warn- 
ed of the consequences, but the young 
couple were wedded in the parish church of 
Bozen despite the seductive bribes and 
terrible threats. The Archduke was 

promptly eeipped of all his honors for 
Rance to defy the traditional power of the 
house and was exiled. 

Years gradually lessened the Emperor's 
displeasure so that in 1882 the wife was 
raised to noble rank under the title of 
Baroness Waldeck, and permission was 
given the couple to make their home once 
more in their native country. 

The Archduke and bis consort, with their 
pretty daughter Marie, now 20 years old, 
fived contentedly in a Tyrolese town after 
the repatriation occurred, Their home in 
Bozen, became the centre of intellectual 
life for a large district in the Tyrol and 
was frequented by journalists, artists, 
musicians, actors and former wilitary com- 
rades of the civilian Archduke. enry 
seldom went to Vienna, and when he visi- 
ted the capital he did so privately, keeping 
away from his family except to join them 
in the mortuary chapel of the Capuchines 
on the occasion ats the funeral of the 
Crown Prince Rudolph. 

In 1889 the ep seror Francis Joseph sur- 
prised the Arc aacKé by visiting him at 
3ozen, and then the Baroness and her 
daughter were first presented to the Em- 
peror. The incident was of some impor- 
tance, for it méant the reconciliation of the 
family- after over 20-yoars of estrangement. 
The Archduke and his wife were lovers 
throughout their wedded life, and their 
home is described as having been a hayen 
of happiness. They were inseparable, and

The Pekin Version, 

PEKIN, Dec, 3.—The advices received by 
the Government as to the strength of the 
insurgents in the field place the total num- 
ber of men at only 1500. There are now 
6000 Imperial troops guarding the places 
along Tho Great Wall where it is expected 
the rebels will attempt to force a passage. 

The advices received by the Government 
further state that the movement instead of 
being o concerted rising to depose the 
Emperor is nothing more than an attempt 
to wreak private vengeance. According to 
these advices the wife of the leader of an 
armed band of marauders was» seized and 
forcibly abducted from her husband. The 
latter swore vengeance against those who 
had taken his wife, and calling his followers 
together startedin pursuit of her. The 
leader determined to make the innocent 
suffer with the guilty, and soas he swept 
through the country he instructed the men 
who followed his banner to make reprisals 
for the loss of his wife upon the inhabitants. 

Confirmatory Telegrams. 

Loxpon, Dec, 3.—The Chronicle’s cor- 
respondent at Tien Tsin telegraphs: Li 
Hung has informed me through the British 
consul that he has no doubt that 
the rising in Mongolia is a maraud- 
ing expedition prompted only by greed 
of plunder ana that there is no reason to 
regard it as a revolution 

All is quiet here and in Pekin. 

The American gun boat Palos arrived 
here to-day. The portis about to close 
for the winter. 

Another Irish Ruction. 

Dustin, Dec, 3.—A disgraceful scene 
recurred yesterday at the railway station in 
Limerick, growing out of the antipathy 
entertained by the two fuctions of the Irish 
party foreach other. The MceCarthyites 
had been holding « convention at Limerick, 
and among the prominent speakers present 
were William O’Brien and John Dillon. 
After the business had been concluded a 
large number of those present escorted 
Dillon and O'Brien to the station. A large 
crowd of Parnellites had gathered at the 
station with the evident intention of insult- 
ing the two McCarthyite leaders, 
When Dillon and O'Brien arrived at the 
station they were greeted with hoots and 
yells, and many approbrious epithets were 
hurled at them. 

The McCarthyites who had accompanied 
Dillon and O'Brien carried heavy walking 
sticks, and before the Parnellites realized 
their intentions they swooped down ina 
body upon the insulters of their leaders. 

For a time the scrimmage was a mighty 
lively one. Many of the Parnellites were 
hurt and had to be removed to the hospital. 


Lord Hartington’s Plans for the Winter. 

Lonpon, Dec. 3.—Lord Hartington pro- 
poses to go to Egypt for a couple of months 
as soonas he has entertained his annual 
shooting parties in Derbyshire, 

Lord Rosebery, who has been residing 
in Mentmore for seyeral months, wil 
probably go to Egypt shortly after 
Christnias to join his mother, the Duchess 
of Cleveland, whois now staying in Cairo 
with her eldest daughter, Lady Mary Hope, 
and her son-in-law, Mr, Hope of Laffness. 

Can Draw a Train 100 Miles an Hour 

Lonpon, Dec. 3.—A locomotive has just 
been built at the Crewe works of the Lon- 
don and Northwestern Railway which is 
capable of drawing a train at the rate of 
100 miles an hour, The speed attained by 
this engino in trial runs between Crewe and 
Chester was ninety miles an hour; but this 
was shown to be considerably below its full 
powers. 

Gold For Life

Sam Hughes’ Opponent in North Victoria 
Unaentod, 

Lixpsay, Ont., Dec. 4.-—The North Vic- 
toria contested election case opened yes- 
teiday a little after 11 in the court 
house, before Mr. Justices Falcon bridge 
and Street. There was a Atrong urray of 
counsel; Mr 8. H. Blake, Q.C., Me H. 
O'Leary, QC., and Mr. D. R.. Anderson 
sppearing for Mr. Barron and Mr. B. B. 
Osler, Q.0., for the petitioner. 

W.E. Ellis of Fenelon Falls was secre- 
tary of the Reform Association. He pro- 
duced the minute book, in which Dr. A. 
Wilson was cntered as haying moved a 
resolution at the uiecting for the nomina- 
tion of Batron. 

Charge 25, that Dr. A. Wilson had paid 
$5 to George Getchell to induce him to vote 
for tlie respondent, was then taken up. 

George Gotchell said he had been at work 
in the Slaters! bush along with Richard 
Colman, about 4 miles from Fenelon Falls, 
and that Dr. Wilson had driven up and 
commenced to talk about yoting and want- 
ed him to go and vote. He said he could 
not lose the time but after almost balf-an- 
hour he got in the rig and went away with 
the doctor.

Witness was pretty hard up and said that 
he did not think anybody could get any- 
thing from him even in the Division 
Court. 

Richard Colmer corroborated Getchell as. 
to the events in the bush. 

Dr. Archibald Wilson a 
former, remembered going to the bush and 
trying to persuadé the voter. After about 
half-an-hour’s talking Getchell got up in 
his rig and drove with hin to town. He 
had been asked to look after Getchell. ‘The 
Doctor on the way to town talked about 
the misfortunes of the laboring man under 
the N.P.,and to such an extent that Getchell 
who was suffering from lack of 
the needful was constrained to ask 
for some money to pay his taxes.

The Bedroom Incident, 


Siv Charles Russell then drow from the 
Earl his-version of the bedroom incident 
when the Countess was found nude and in a 
faint on the floor, Tho Karl said that after 
he and his wife had retired he declared he 
would not go to Lord Salisbury owing to 
the refusal of the Countess to go to Amber- 
ley Cottage, the Earl's residence in Berk- 
shire, Tho Countess got out of bed and 
fainted on the floor. When she came to he 
said: “How are you, darling?” She replied: 
“Don’t you dare call me darling,” and then 
threw a soap dish at him and made for him 
with a poker, She threatened to throw her- 
self out of « window if he remained in the 
room with her, 

The Earl declared that the statements 
wade by the Countess that he left her and 
went to Roberts’ bedroom were absolutely 
false. There was not the slightest reason 
to suggest any impropricty betwoen himself 
and Roberts. Once when his wife was hys- 
terical he had held her wrists to prevent 
her from tearing her dressing jacket to 
siecos. On returning to the Albemarle 

fotel from the levee he had scolded the 
Countess because she had lunched with a 
divorece who very well ‘deserved to be di- 
vorced. The Karl admitted he had once 
used the word “barren” in conversation 
with his wife, but he had only used it in 
fun.

Witness declared he was not unduly anx- 
jous to have a son, He denied that he ever 
had sworn at his wife or called her a brute 
ora beast. He was much annoyed shortly 
after his marriage by learning that many of 
the Conptess' debts were unpaid. Once a 
millinér came to the house and created a 
bother. ‘The Countess came to witness and 
asked him to ‘‘get her out for God's sake,” 
adding ‘‘she’s screaming in the hall and I 
cannot get rid of her.” Tho Earl stated he 
had never kept his wife up in the night to 
make up his accounts. 

Sorry She Married Him, 

Once the Countess told hitn she was 
“damned sorry” she had married him, 
When the Countess fainted in the bedroom 
he Dathed her face with water and cau 
do cologne aud tried every means 
to restore her to consciousness. 
She was perfectly rigid. He was frighten- 
ed. When she recovered she went intoa 
violent hysterical fit, and exclaimed, 
“Damn you.”

Karl He referred wo 
before marriage, and the latter admitted 
that before he married her he seduced a 
sorvant, but he had told Lady Mabel Scott, 
his financee, all the civcumstances, and she 
found that no reason to discard him.

Mme. Caroline Poff, the only Belgian fe- 
male journalist and the senior member of 
The Belgian Press, died at Brussels yester- 
day, aged 81.

1866 the whole Belgian press banqueted her

Tho true 
preacher Is the man who preaches the prin- 
clples of God. It may feel hard; ho Is 
preaching to himself as well as you; he 
must preach hard things sometimes ; listen 
to him attentively, to the truth which he 
utters ; we go to hear God's messazo, then 
leb us hear ib witha roadinoss to obey It. 
A Presbyterian minister Is also liable to be 
called upon to do church work for a great 
church which extends from ocean to ocean. 
He appealed to them to work together with 
a right end in view for the apiritual life and 
growth of the church ; they should be wit- 
nesees for Christ. Let men see that a 
Christian ls a better man than the ordinary 
worldly man.

Although nature is out of joint, yet even 
in ite disruption Tam surprised to tind the 
almost universal happiness of the animal 
creation. On a summer day, when the air 
and the grass are most populous with life, 
you will not hear a sound of distress unless, 
pe rchance, a hoartloss school boy has rébb- 
ed « bird's nest, or a hunter has broken a 
bird’s wing, or a pasture has been robbed of 
a lamb, and there goes up a bleating from 
the flocks. The whole earth is tilled with 
animal delight—joy feathered, and scaled, 
and horned and hoofed. The bee hums it; 
the frog crouks it; the squirrel chatters it; 
the quail whistles it; the lark carols it; the 
whale spouts it, The snail, the rhinoceros, 
the grizzly bear, the toad, the wasp, the 
spider, the shell-fish, have their homely de- 
lights—-joy as great to them as our joy is to 
us, Goat limbing the rocks, anaconda crawl- 
ing through the jungle; buffalo plunging 
across the prairic; basking in 
tropical sun; seal puffing on the ice; os- 
trich striding across the desert, are so many 
bundles of joy; they do not go moping or 
melancholy; they are not one half supplied;

firemen, they looked like a bundle of ragged 
old clothes and were absolutely without 
human semblance, ‘The man wore & pointed 
reddish beard. The face looked like that 
of a man of education. 

The police from time to time, brought 
little Ae of blood from the office and lay 
them carefully with the body. There was 
blood on the wall close to the door, 
through which the man had. appar- 
ently struggled. These remains 
have since been recognized as those of the 
dynamiter 

“What was left by tho explosion of the 
madman's body was laid out for burial. 
The head was there, blackened, but neither 
cut nor disfigured in any way, It was cut 
off at the top of the neck and looked for all 
the world like the mask of a man 35 or 40 

ears old, with a full beard thatmight have 
eon long, but was now burned close to the 
chin and neck, ‘Then there was a leg, the 
right; the left foot and hand—that was all. 
The body proper was gono; ot neither chest 
nor abdomen was a trace found. The leg 
that was there was brokenand twisted. Such 
shreds of clothing as were found showed 
that the man had worn trousers of a blue 
slaid, a black overcoat and long black stock- 
ings. He had been careful to divest him 
self of everything that might disclose his 
identity,

Men may come here and tell you that the 
political party I represent are actuated by 
hoatile feelings to you. If they speak so, 
_théy tell you faldshoods. Our féelings are 
(kindly, 4nd we sre as desirous as they are 
‘of extending the intercourse between our 
country and yours to the farthest limit of 
friendship consistent with manly dignity. 
Why should we not be so? Bat the differ- 
ence between their party and mine Is that 
my party belleves in the destinies of Cana- 
da—thelrs does not. My party believes in 
a providential career for our country, their 
party thinks that there fs no Providence 
save for others. My firm bellof is that your 
country and mine can go op, each In its

American pork tho session before last have 
had such a stimulating Influence, and, bo- 
ing in town yesterday, he pald a visit to 
the pork-packing establishment of William 
Davies & Oo, Thor he had his eyes opon- 
od more than ever to the Importance of 
this fodustry, whon he found that this one 
establishment employed about 140 hands, 
aod when an Lmpire representative saw 
him later nothing short of two-rowed barley 
could got him off the pork toplo. Tho 
Davies factory slaughtera 75,000 per on 
num; while Grant, of Ingersoll, slaughters 
about 60,000; Fearman, of Hamilton, 365,- 
000 ; Lawry & Oo., of the same place, 30, 
000 —and these are only a fow of the eatab- 
lishroentea which show the magnitude this 


branch of industry has attained. So great 
is the domand that they cannot get a suffi 
clent supply of live hogs in Canada, and are 
obliged to import them from the States, 
though they give 50 conts per 100 lbs., live 
wolght, more for Canadian than for Ameri- 
can hoge, and the Minister spoke with 
pardonable pride of the fact to which 
Davies & Oo. bore testimony, that our 
bacon brings one or two cents more 
per pound {in tho British market 
than the American article, on ao- 
count of the latter being fed on corn, and 
therefore having an olly flavor. Mr. 
Carilog sald our farmers need not foar thoir 
market for coarse grains beiug cut off by 
the McKinley tariff, for they have only 


TO TURN THEM INTO PORK 


and reallze more in that way than they 
could by making direct sale of them. In 
this connection he related that Senator 
Perley, of the Northwest, last season had a 
quantity of frezen wheat, and he fed {b to 
young pigs, with the result that it realized 
him, when tbe pigs were aold, as much as 
$l perbushel. The pigs were fattened till 
they weighed from 110 to 150 pounds, and 
then slaughtered, and Mr, Carling called 
attention to a curious fact that pigs can be 
fattoned ata profit up toa live weight of 
say 200 pounds, but money is lost in ab- 
tempting to go over that weight, and pork 
of that weight commands the best price in 
the English market. The increase of 
duties Iast year had wonderfully stimulated 
the raising of hogs, there being 400,000 
more in Ontario alone ; but that the market 
is almost unlimited may bo gathered from 
the fact, which the Minister stated, that 
Britain imports 560,000,000 pounds of 
hams and bacon, and of thls Canada has 
only heretofore supplied 7,000,000 pounds.

But the McKin- 
ley tariff came in force just when‘we had 
solyed the question of tranaportation of 
fragile articles and we were able, without 
a break in the continuity of movement, to 
switch off to the English market, This 
season we havo sent three million and a 
half dozen of eggs to England, where in 
1889 we sent about 8,000 dozen. We have 
substituted millions for thousands, 


THE MARKET FOR EGGS 


in Great Britain is immense; and actual ex- 
perience shows that we can pub our eggs 
down at a lower rate of freight than France 
can send them. We can, with our cooler 
Northern route across the Atlantic, trans- 
port them in the best condition, The mar- 
ket for horses ls Increasing. We sent near- 
ly ten times as many horses to England in 
1891 as we did in 1890. Thoy command a 
higher price in England; and as soon as we 
raise just the sorts of horses Eogland wants 
we will get still higher prices. The day 
for the atreot car ‘tscrow” Is past; electricity 
has electrocuted them, The McKinley 
tariff finished what little life there was left 
and we are golng In for better horses, We 
did a large trade in lambs with the United 
States, and nice jalcy food they were. 
Tho farmers thought that Srade would sure-

in England will see more tons of poultry 
distributed over the British Islos than there 
were In previous years single individuals of 
this classof food. In pork products we have 
discovered that we havea superiority of one 
cent a pound over those of the U. $8. 
This has stimulated production, and not- 
withstanding our increased export this sea- 
son to Great Britaln, we have in the slogle 
province of Ontario nearly 400,000 swine 
more than we had in 1889.

seconder. ‘The motion provided that owing 

tandard grado of straight roller flour, 
ed by the examiners for the enruing 
wiving been found of a higher color 
than the standards selected for winter wheat 
patents; and that owing toa great many of 
the very bost bread-producing wheats, such 
as democrat and red winter, being placed at 
a lower range of values, thus resulting in a 
serious lows to the fariners of the province on 
account of millers not being able to manufac. 
ture these very desirable varloties of wheat 
into straight roller flour; and that in view of 
the fact that millers are being put to serious 
loss, not being able to fill contracts for 
straight rollor flour on the new standard, it 
being impossible even in the best-oquipped 
mills to make flourin color equal straight 
roiler standard; therefore be it resolved that 
& momorial setting forth the above con- 
siderations be transmitted to the Dominion 
Government, requesting them at the earliest 
pes an ordor-in-council 
authorizing the Quebec, Montreal, Toronto, 
Hamilton and London Boards of Trade to 
select one delegate each to meet in Montreal 
and fix a straight roller standard more in 
harmony with this year’s winter wheat pro- 
dyct, It was also provided that the expenses 
to be incurred in the accomplishment of such 
a scheme should be paid in the usual way, 
The resolution was curried. 
Prof, Shaw's Rosoarches, 

A motion by Jobn Brown, seconded by 
David Plows, was carried, placing ou record 
tho appreciation of the association of the in- 
valuable services which bave been rendered 
to the millers and farmers by Prof. Shaw's 
researches, assisted by his staff, at 
the Experimental Farm. A commit- 
tee, consisting of Sir William P., 
Howland, Messrs, Jobn Brown, J. G. Bech- 
tel, David Goldie and R. L. Rice was ap- 
porated to further confer with Prof, Shaw, 
ooking towards receiving such recommenda- 
tions and sugmentions to the Government as 
may make the farm of still more value to tho 
country, 

A resolution providing for a change in the 
method of appointing the committes for fix- 
ing the flour standards was moved by J. 1. 
Spink of Toronto and seconded by Neil Mo- 
Cahiil of Forest, The objection to the pre- 
sent committee is that the gentlemen com- 
posing it are not actually engage in milling 
and the motion provided for the meeting o 
a committee composed of flve members, one 
enoh from the Quebec, Montreal and Toronto 
Boards of Trade and twa from the Dominion 
Millers’ Association, at Montreal, any tine 
between June 1 aud Oct. 15, for the purpose 
of regrading the standards or the standard 
of any particular grade of flour for color 
only. The resolution was unauimously 
adopted. 

Incorporation. Negatived, 

For the past six mouths a committee of 
the association has been working an 4 
scheme of ivcorporation, and yester 
day they presented an exhaustive ro- 
port. The first resolution relative 
to it was moved by Edward Peplow and so- 
conded by Neil McCabill. It simply provid- 
ed for cafrying out the details of the scheme. 
After considerable discussion the resolution 
was lost by a vote of 19to2. This. result 
came as somewhat of a surpriso to the larger 
epilierapresedit, who were strongly in favor 
of an adoption of the committee's report. 

The Wheat Buyer, 

The central wheat buyer, C. B. Watts, 
presented a longtby report. It commenced 
by stating that ten new mombers had joined 
the association on account of his having been 
authorized at the last meeting to sell to non- 
members at double the commission charged 
tomembers. The total value of bis pur- 
chases in August were $471.25; in September, 
$502.16; in October, $611.50, and in Novem- 
ber $577.50. 

Clause 4 contained a warning to millers to 
be on'their guard against the practice of 
some grain dealers of puttivg 50 to 100 bush- 
els of goose wheat in the bottom of a cap 
and then fulfilling the remainder of the 
order with good wheat, ‘The office, he con- 
cluded, now shows a surplus of $713 over ex- 
penges, being the result of nine months’ op-

BIG RAILWAY GASE 
A Quarter of w» Million Dolinrs lant Btake 
O.P.M, va, Coumee and McLennan, 

Orraws, Dec. 0.—The xt case which | 
comes tip in the Supreme Court here is one 
of the most important, as it is certainly the 
largest that has over como before the court. 
Ivis theappeal of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway va. Conmee and McLennan, The 
appealis from the judgment of the Chief 
Justice of the Queen's Bench Division of 
the High Court of Justice, delivered Aug, 1 
1889, whereby judgment was directed to be 
entered for the respondent against the ap- 
pellants for the suin of $251,737, with costs 
of suit, and dismissing the appellants’ 
counter claim with costs ‘Ihe plaintiffs’ 
action Was commenced onthe Sth of Oc- 
tober, 1885, andon tho Bist of October 
1885, the defendants commenced a cross- 
action against tho plaintif—ls. The latter 
Action was afterwards stayed by an order 
of the Court of Appeal, and the company, 
the defendants therein, were thereby 
ordered to set up the matters claimed by 
them by way of counter-claim in the pre- 
sent action. Mr. Connmiece is the local mem- 
ber for Western Algoma and constructed, 
along with McLennan, a section of the 
Canadian Vacific Railway north of Lake 
Superior, The claim against the company 
was for extras avd other watters in con- 
nection with the work. sefora the caso 
was taken into the courts it was 
heard before three arbitrators, who 
had all the power of judges, and 
who sat for weeks in Toronto hearing evi- 
dence. All the leading lawyers in Toronto 
were engaged on eithersthe one side or the 
other. From arbitration the case was taken 
to the courts, There are in all some 10 
yolumes of printed matter in the appellants’ 
factum, and it Das been found necessary to 
prepare an index to the tnass of matter con- 
tained in the evidence, pleadings, judg- 
ments, ete. It is expected that argument 
in “the ‘tase wit last for two or 
three weeks. The counsel engaged in the 
other cases on tho list contend that a 
special sitting ofthe court sliould be held 
for this case, seeing itis no ordinary one, 
Hon. Edward Blake, Q.C., and Mr. Chris- 
topher Robinson, Q.C., aided by other 
counsel, will appear for the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway, while Mr. D’Aalton McCarthy, 
QC, Mr. B. B. Osler, QC., aud other 
counsel will act for Messrs, Conmee and 
McLennan, Hon, Mr. Blake was one of the 
counsel in the case now going on, that of 
Duggan vs. the London & Canadian Loan 
Company, and spoke for ten and a_ half 
hours. 

The late Mr, George Eyyel, who» was 
then on the Hansard staff, was one of the 
stenographers who took the evidence given 
before the arbitrators, and it was while 
leaving one of the sittings of the court, a 
bitter cold wintor’s night, with his notes in 
his pocket, that he was set upon by foot- 
pads, robbed and ktiocked senseless. Picked 
up by a stupid pa tec he was thrown 
into a cell with bis hands and feet frozen, 
and only conveyed to his home and medical 
aid procured whet a reporter wrived on 
his’ morning rounds at the police station 
and identified him. Mr. Eyvel only lived 
afew days, As far as the present case is 
concerned it may be said that all the notes 
taken by Mr. Eyvel, and. which he had not 
transcribed, wore afterwards transcribed by 
others, notwithstanding that the evidence 
was of a technical character,

Independence May Come Some Day, 
But Annexation Never—How tho 
MoKipley Bill Has Oper 
ated—A Plea For 
Friendship, 


There is « great difference in tho position 
of men in power and men in opposition. in 
mon with tho grave responsibilities of office 
and men having to answer only for each of 
thomeelves individually and.not bound by 
apy of thelr promises made in epposition.

It is true, and I admitit, thas every Cana 
dian wants at matority a country of his own 
to live for, to fight for, and, if necessary, to 
die for, Nobody is so deaf to the teachings 
of history ao not to reallze the natural fact 
that colonies, like shoots from tho parent 
tree, gradoally but surely tend towards in- 
dependent life. The only question is a 
question of time. The age of majority. for 
children has been fixed by the wise legisla- 
tion of great men, st different age for 
different countries of different purposes, 
and it greatly depends upon the circum.

Verdict in the Maybrick Case 


Lonpox, Dec. 9.—The Court of Appeals 
has handed down & decision in the May- 
brick insurance case. The action was 
brought by the brothers of Mr, Maybrick, 
the Liyerpool merchant, for whose murder 
by poison Mrs. Florence” Maybrick, his 
wife, is now serving @ life sentence 10 Wok- 
ing Prison. They sought to recover on a 
policy for $10,000, issued by the Matual Re- 
serve Fund. Life Insurance Company on the 
deceased. Mr, Maybrick made over this 
policy to his wife, and she in turn made it 
over to her lawyer, Mr. Cleaver, to cover 
the costs of defending her against the charge 
of murder. The insurance company re- 
fused to pay the policy, and action was 
brought to compel it to do so by the brothors 
of Mr. Maybrick, who were the executors 
of his estate. The master of thé rolls, in 
giving the yerdict, said the insurance com- 
pany must pay the amountof insurance to 
the executors of Mr, Maybrick’s estate, 
holding that the policy was only payable to 
them. The wife's assignee, owing to her 
crime, could receive nothing. 


Fatal Tragedy at a Consulate. 

Maprib, Dec. 9.—A fatal tragedy oc- 
curred yesterday in the Freneh consulate at 
Sansebastian. Count Despreaux do Savier, 
who has for some time represeuted France 
as Consul at that place, got into an alterca 
tion with the vice-consul, whose removal to 
Carthagena, an inferior post, St, Saueveur 
is said to have recommended. The vice- 
consul mortally stabbed the consul and then 
killed himself. The recommendation to 
transfer is believed to have been the cause 
of the tragedy, asthe vice-consul was deep- 
ly offonded by it.

It is natural that in the 
comedy-farce of Duplaney vy, Duplancy,

The 
lighter parts of the comedy are taken by 
Mr. Cohen, who consoles the ill-used wife's 
solitude by dinners and sparkling wines and 
aids salves to her wounded feelings by 
pretty presents, 

M. Marius presents an acceptable villain, 
and, in court, plays as easily and gracefully 
ason the boards. His cruelty to their 
illegitimate child is acknowledged in the 
great actor’s happiest vein, and the fact 
that it was his custom to write improper 
letters to his wife, both before and after 
their union, ff assumed as only too realistic 
to need any denial. 

That the language of the piece should be 
in character with the acting goes without 
Saying, aud therefore neither the court nor 
the audience were surprised when it learned 
that both used to vary the monotony of 
bliss by the frequent interchange of coarse 
oaths and low inveetives. The culminating 
mystery of the play has not yet been un- 
folded, and for its development the audi- 
ence hangs breathless on every word the 
principals utter.

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 

The Behring Sen Mishery Question Ready 
for the Arbitrators—The McKinley 
Mill and Trade 

WaASsHIxOTON, Dec. 10.—As° usual, the 
House paid little attention to the Presi- 
dent's message yesterday, the fow members 
present indulging in morry and at times 
hilarious conversation. 

The message announces that satisfactory 
torms for a settlement of the Beliring Sea 
question have been arranged, and the ap- 
pointment of arbitrators is all that is 
necessary for a completion of the con- 
vention. 


The message says provision should be 
made for a joint demarcation of the 
frontier line between’ Canada and the 
United States, wherever required by the 
are TE border settlements, and es: 
postal: or the exact location of the water 
ooundary in the straite and rivers. 

The still unsettled Italian difficulty, the 
Chinese outbreak and the harshness to the 
Jews in Russia are alluded toand a defence 
is made of the McKinley Act. The Presi- 
dent says: 

“A brief examination of tlie statistics of the 
treasury, and a general glance at the state 
of business thronghout the country, will 
sutisfy any impartial ingnirer that its re- 
sults have disappointed the evil prophecies 
of its opponents, and in a large measure 
realized tho hopeful predictions of its 
friends. Rarely, if over before in the his- 
tory of the country, has there been a time 
when the proceeds of one day’s labor or the 
product of one farmed acre would purchase 
so large an amount of those things that en- 
ter into the living of the masses of the 
people 

**There seems to be satisfactory evidence 
that the business of passing Chinamen 
through Canada to the United States is or- 
ganized and quite active. The Department 
of Justice bas construed the laws to require 
the return of any Chinamen found to be un- 
lawfully in this country to China as the 
country from which be caine, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that he came by way of Can- 
ada. But several of the district courts 
have over-ruled this view of the law and 
decided that such persons must be returned 
to Carada. The Cunadian officials refuse to 
allow them to re-enter Canada without the 
payment of the $50 head tax. I recommend 
such legislation as will remedy those defects 
in the Taw.” 

Those who were in favor of recalling the 
Chilian Minister to the United States and 
abolishing the legation at Washington were 
defeated. The Government made a strong 
fight against the adoption of the proposal.

Tho Montréal Witness is one of the apos- 
tles of free trade, the basis of which polltl- 
cal créed is the aszertlon, ‘tthe consumer 
pays tho duty.” 

Bat the Witness and other Oanadian jour- 
nals of the Liberal persuasion, whilst pro- 
feasing unwavering falth in the free trade 
“axiom,” are blind to their own {nconslst 
enoy In advancing the startling proposition 
that Canadians pay the full aniount of duty 
ow all that they Import, and that they also 
pay on all that they export the duties Im- 
posed by the countries to which the articles 

are sent. Tho only logical deduction from 
such a statement is that free trade isa base- 
less Jelusion. 

Without returning todispute this con- 
clusion, we note, with some surprise, that 
the Oswego Palladium's editorial on the 
effect of tho McKinley tariff on barley— 
upon some extracts from which we com. 
mented in a recent article—has led the 
Witness into a confession of error in the 
assertion as tothe payment by Canadians 
of the daty on articles which they export. 
This notable admission Is contained in the 
following remarks by the Witness in its 
issue of the 4th Inst. : 

Aooording to the Oswego Palladium the Mo- 
Kinley Pill has injured the barley produotra of 
New York as greatly, at least, as thoze of Can- 
ads, while the barley raisers of the Western 
States have not been beuefited by it, Canada 
has’b. en ipjared by tho lors of the market rather 
thanby a reduction in price, Canadian barley 
sells, accordirg tothe Palladium, at about the 
same price ts last year, while New York State 
barléy nél's at ten to fifteen cents per bushel less, 
and Western barley at a reductiin of about ten 
cents per bushel. The United States has taken 
only one quarter of the amount of Cansdian 
barley it usually takes, bu} the rest bas appar- 
ently, in the opinion of the Palladium, gone 
forward cia Oswego or Montreal to England. 
The port of Oswego, and its business men. have 
been the chief sufferers from thia effect of the 
MeKiprloy Act, Their elevators and warehouses 
are emp*y, and they are doing no basiness to 
speak of. What barley they bought from Can- 
ada is sill unsold, and it remains to be seen 
whether it will yet be taken at the comparative- 
ly high price the McKinley tariff compels the 
American holders to ask, for it seems that the 
consumer in this case expected lo pay the duly, or, 
at least, the greater part of it,

In other words, while Canada found a so- 
called ‘‘natural market’ for $6,420 ib loat 
its cwo home market for the same or a 
better article for $16,201 worth. Oanada 
lost, then, just $9,776 by thad little trade 
in cheese alone | 

This large Import of American choeso 
was against a Canadian duty of three cents 
per pound. Sweep away all such duty and 
let any intelligent farmer ait down and 
consider which country would bo the 
galoer by free trade, oven In cheese, For 
every dollar's worth that we would export 
to the States the chances are that ten dol- 
lars worth would cometo Canada. This is 
just ono of the foolish proposala of the 
Roform party to ‘enrich the farmers of 
Canada.” I havo nover seen any other 
Canadian paper venture the proposal that 
Canada would gain as much as it would 
loas by free trado in choose with the States. 

Let me just add here, as an additional

Sulcided in Canada. 


Vancouver, B.C,, Dec. 11.—The fishing 
vessel Galatea went ashore at Otter Point a 
few days ago. No one was aboard of her, 
althotgh papers were found which indicated 
that she had been, shortly previous to the 
wreck, in charge of Capt. Nyholm. 

Sonie two years ago Captain Bush 
Nyholm was master of a fine Danish vessel, 
which was wrecked near her home port on 
the Scandinavian coast. The loss of the 
vessel ruined the captain financially and he 
left his home, wife and family and came to 
Puget Sound. 

Capt. Nyholm was ao man of splendid 
education and had moved in the highest 
social circles in his own country. He found 
the transition from sucha life tothe poor 
and humdrum one of a fisher smack niaster 
a very irksome change and he became 
despondent. 

Just before he left Port Angeles on the 
trip when the Galatea was lost he went to 
a friend and told of an insurance policy of 
8000 Danish crowns, which he held on 
his life in favor of his wife in Denmark. 

Under the circumstances it is very pro- 
bable that. Capt. Nyholm may have done 
away with bimneaelf.

MR. MORINE TALKS 


Newfoundland Dependent Almost En- 


tirely Upon Canada for a Market, 

Sr. Jorn’s, Nfld., Dec, 11.—A.B. Morine, 
leader of the Opposition in the Newfound- 
land Legislature, in an interview yesterday, 
said: ‘The refusal of Newfoundland to re- 
cedo from its untenable position ia a dis- 
tinct triumph of the anti-British and pro- 
American faction of the Government, led by 
Messrs. Harvey and Bond, to which 
Premier Whiteway has weakly yielded. 
The entire south and west coast of the 
island is dependent upon Canada for a 
market. Some years ago, as a piece of 
bluff, the Newfoundland Legislature en- 
acted that when Canada imposed duties on 
the fish of that colony, the duties oa food 
products imported from Cunada should be 
100 per cent, higher than on similar im- 
ports from the United States, Tina law 
now goes into effect, and will be prohibi- 
tive so far as Canadian food-stufls are con- 
cerned.” 

The Herald says: ‘The Government have 
been guilty of a gross and flagrant violation 
ofa solemn compact made between the 
colony on one side and Canada and the Im- 
perial Government on the other, a contract 
which has been performed on the part of the 
other side, so to speak, and of which we, 
the colony, have received the benefit; that 
they have broken the pledge given to the 
Legislature and the people and abused the 
trust and powor conferred upon tliem by the 
act. 

On tho other side The Telegram, the or- 
gon of the Government, says the people of 
Newfoundland are pleased with the action 
of the present patriotic Government in ex- 
cluding intermeddling and officious Canada 
from free access to our bait fishes, and the 
wisdom of this course will be emphasized in 
a forcible manner before the closo of next 
year’s fishing season, Eyery fisherman in 

ewfoundland knows that but for the stand 
taken against this colony by the Ottawa 
Government we should to-day be enjoyin 
the inestimable advantage of free trade with 
the United States. Canada deserves no fay- 
orable consideration at our haid« She has 
been corrupt at home and treacherous to 
her sister colonies, and the feeliug in New- 
foundland to-day, outside the little mercen- 
ary confederate party here, is ‘*The less we 
have to do with her the better.” 


WHAT TUPPER SAYS. 

Orrawa, Dec. 11.—Hon. C, H. Tupper, 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries, n an in- 
terview yesterday states the Government 
have received no intimation that the New- 
foundland Government has placed duties 
on Canadian produce. “The latter body 
obtained powers enabling them to do so 
from the Legislature at its last session and 
he expects the will uso the power, at the 
same tine he does not anticipate that such 
an imposition would have the serious effects 
some people thought. Newfoundland is too 
dependent on Canadian ports and Canadian 
vessels for her intercourse with the outside 
world for any retaliatory act to be long be- 
fore it was repealed, and there 
would be agitation against any 
such act, arising from the pressure that 
would be experienced by the Island con- 
sumer. The Dominion, Government did 
not desire to be harsh to Newfoundland and 
hoped for an amicable adjustment of the 
difficulty. 


English Views, 
Lonpon, Dec, 11.—The news that Can- 
ada feels compelled to retaliate on New- 
foundland is regretted here. It is gener- 
ally agreed that Canada has a strong griev- 
ance against Newfoundland, but it was 
hoped that the intervention of the Imperial 
authorities would restore friendly relations. 
The St. James Gazette yesterday deplores 
what promises to be a tariff war on a small 
but exasperating scale, though it admits 
that Newfoundland has been grotesquely 
wrong on the bait question from the very 
beginning. 
The Daily Chronicle has been urging thet 
a round table conference be set up between 
Ottawa and St. John’s, It regrets the rela- 
tion, but says Newfoundland has really been 
acting the part of a sorehead. 


ERASTUS WIMAN SPEAKS 


He Replied to Francis Wayland Glenn in 
Brooklyn Last Night, 


New York, Dee, dle~In the Brooklyn 
Union League Club las} evening Erastus 
Wiman delivered an address in reply to 
Francis Wayland Glenn, ex-member of the 
Canadian Parliament, on the Canadian an- 
hexation question. 

Mr. Glenn's principal contention was 
that to promote reciprocity between the 
United States and Canada would have the 
effect of postponing indefinitely 
nexation of the latter country. 

A political union, Mr, Wiman replied, 
might partake of the character of a zoll 
voroin, illustrated by the German 
Customs Union.

for Glasgow by the steamer ‘‘General Gordon.” 
On her voyage across the Irish Channel the 
vessel efoountered the full force of the storm, 
and whsn she entered the harbor late on Friday 
night her decks presented a terrible spectac’e, 
Of the 310 animals which left Dublin safe and 
sound on'the previous night 140 lay crushed to 
desth. On the voyage, almost before the Howth 
Head Light had been lost sight of, the cattle, 
in consequence of the pitching of the vessel), 
began to fall, and, teing uoable to rsein the 
rolling of the s'camer, they wera speedily stifl:d 
by cthers falling on top of them. The carnage 
went on for nearly twelve hours until the storm 
abated. The carcases as soon as possib'e were 
carted from the veaeel to the slanghter-house 
during the night, and on Saturday morning 
they wero al!, with the exception of one or two, 
found to be io such a condition that they were 
at once condemued, As only a few of the 
animals were insured the shippers will be in- 
volved ia a loss of nearly £2,009. It is esti- 
mated that the bullocks in the condition in 
which they left Dubtin wou'd have been worth 
from £15 to £20 each, whereas now the damaged 
carcases will ooly roalize about 304 each, 

Considering the brief trip across the 
channel in comparisoa with the long voyage 
over the Atlantic, it can be said that n> 
such shameful inadequacy for the sorvico 
was over shown by the worst “tramp ” 
steamor that over carried cattle fora voyage 
or LWo across the ocean as was thus evi- 
denced by the Dablin and Glasgow Steam 
Packes Company's ateamer ‘General Gor- 
don,” which is regularly engaged in the 
business. Doubtless the necessary action 
will be taken by the British authorities. 


A Snake-Eating Snake.

Carried by Storm 

From the despatches received to-night it 
would appear that Fort Chalt was capt ured 
by Col. Durand’s force on Dee. 2, and sev- 
eral Sepoys were killed and 26 wounded 

Col. Durand, the despatch adds, Capt. 
Aylmer and Lieut, Babcock were seriously 
wounded, 

Soveral other officers, including Lieut. 
Gordon and others, were slightly wounded, 

Capt. Aylmer and Licuts Boisragon and 
Babcock displayed extraordinary gallan try. 

Capt. Aylinee most gallantly led a storm- 
ing party carrying a gun-cotton petard and 
in face of a shower of bullots he dashed up 
to the fron-bound gates of the fort, of 
fixed the petard to itand lit the fuse, 
The petard blew the gates of the fort to 
pieces. 

Capt. Aylmer, Lieutenants Boiseragon 
and Babcock followed by a handfal of 
Scpoys then made a dash into the fort and 
after some desperate fighting captured a 
fiold gun which had been used offectively 
against the attacking party. Tho British 
olticers and Sepoys also captured nine is 
soners. The remainder of the rebel tribes 
fled, leaving » number of dead inside and 
outside the fort. 

Was Thore a Previous Battle, 

The news of the engagement on the Pam- 
ir frontier is not quite clear as to what be- 
came of the original Kashmieree garrison 
of the fort, It is presumed, however, that 
the rebel tribesmen captured the fort pre- 
vious to the arrival of the British troops 
and that it has now been retaken. 


Excitement in London, 

The reports of the conflict on the Pamir 
frontier reached this city in time’ for 
them to spread to the clubs and 
theatres. The result was a feeling of 
considerable™ exciteincnt: and {there ‘were 
many old Indian officers, who gravely shook 
their heads upon hearing the - news, saying 
that it was the most serious that had come 
from India for many a day. 

The excitement increased as details be- 
came known and at midnight tho opinion is 
general about the clubs and such places 
that war with Russia is looming up on the 
horizon in India. In any caso it is certain 
that the whole Pamir question will now be 
raised in deadly earnest. 

Government Ofticinis Active. 
A constant exchange of despatches is 
oing on between high Government officials 
Rare Some of the officials of the India 
Ofiices, who are apparently going to pass the 
nightin that building, refuse to furnish 
any other information to enquiries than 
they have already given above. One officer 
of high rank, who has recently returned 
from India, was more communicative, and 
frankly said there could now be no 
doubt that affairs on the frontier of the 
Pamir district had reached a most delicate 
and dangerous stage. The claims made by 
Rumias he said, must be greatly modified 
before even a basis for negotiations can be 
established by the three nations concerned— 
Russia, China and Great Britain. 
How the Trouble Originated, 

The commencement of the trouble was in 
what is known as the Younghusband inci- 
dent late last summer, when a party of 
Russians, numbering 8 officers, 60 horse- 
men and 40 infantry soldiers, made an 
exploring expedition towards Afghan 
Chitral and the Chinese boundaries, which 
all approached each other ou the Pamir. 


Tho Heslop Murder, 

Brantrorp, Dec, 12.—At the County 
Courc here to-day John Bartram was charg- 
ed with stealing a stecr from John A. Me- 
Donald and a steer from Willian Sherry in 
October, 1889.

H Truglo Termination of An Acrint Voyage 
} in Tudia, 
| Boopay, Dee 14.++An accident oceurred 
here yesterday: by whieh a daring paracbut- 
ist meta most horrible death in the sight 
of many persons. The Victim was Lieut, 
Manstlicld,who had gained quite a reputation 
by his thrilling jumps froma balloon at a 
great allitude. 

The wonderful performance of Mansficld 
had Gatised a considerable stir among the 
residents of Bombay and adjacent districts, 
and As & consequence the Victoria Gardens 
in this city, which had becn selected as the 
lace from which the balloon would he 
| liberated, were thronged with a vast crowd 
' at the hour set for the ascension. 

The appeurance of Mansfield was the 

| occasion for long applause. Tho prepara- 

tions for the ascent »were soon corapleted 
| and ata signal from the aeronaut the. guy 
| ropes were cut and the balloon was liber- 

ated: amid a stormy of cheers. 
The balloon had only reached a height of 
about 400 feet when it burst with a loud 
and startling explosion and immediately 
began to fall to the earth. Mansfleld made 
| the most desperate efforts to disengage the 

pesernece from the collapsed balloon, but it 
mid become entangled in the ropes and the 
unfortunate man was soon forced to release 
his hold. “The horrified spectators uttered 
cries of distnay as they sawhis body come 
twirling towards them, and some of the 
ladies fainted at the terriblesight. Mans- 
field struck the ground with terrific. force 
and was instantly killed, his body being 
crushed and mangled in a terrible manner. 


ADDRESSED BY GLADSTONE. 


He is Carried Into His Carriage on the 
Shoulders of His Admirers. 


Lonbox, Deo, 14.—Mr. Gladstone, who 
has been on a visit to Earl Spencer,previous 
to leaving England for the south of France, 
bade farewell to his host to-day and drove 
to Northampton, en route to this city, 

At the 
received a number of addresses from muni- 
cipal and other bodies. In reply, the great 
Liberal leader said, among other things 

“The Tory menu is varied daily, and the 
latest change seems to indicate that the 
Irish Local Government Bill has been shunt- 
ed to make room for Mr, Goschen’s quack 
measure to provide, in the strangest man- 
ner, an issue of £1 notes,” 

Mr. Gladstone spoke from the steps of 
the rallroad bridge crossing the lines, inside 
the station, to a dense crowd of people who 
had gathered within the station. After 
speaking, Mr, Gladstone crossed the bridge 
and reached the track upow the other side 
of the station, 

Arrived there, Mr. Gladstone's most en- 
thusiastic admirers lifted the old gentleman 
above their shoulders, and totally regardless 
of his alleged infirmities, carried him into 
his carriage, while the station fairly shook 
with cheers. Mr, Gladstone will be the 
guest of Lord Rosebery to-night, and will 
continue his journey to-morrow. 


Gladstone to the Delegates, 

Loxpon, Dec. 14:—Fourshundred of the 
rural delegates to the National Liberal Fed- 
eration conference, which opened yesterday 
in Memorial Hall, Farrington-street, par- 
took ot a breakfast this morning, at which 
the principal guest was Mr, Gladstone. 
When Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone entered the 
room there was a scene of great enthusiasm. 
Mr. Gladstone said he thought the time 
had come for the commencement of continu- 
ous efforts to bring about rural reforms and 
these efforts ought not to be terminated 
until their just ends had been attained. 
Mr. Gladstone siid the labor question had 
a wide range. Home Rule was part of the 
labor controversy, as the bulk those in 
whose behalf they were struggling were 
labbrers or small farmers. The condition 
of rural laborers was almost as urgent a 
question. The proof of this statement lay 
in the constant migration of these laborers. 
Kvery endeayor ought to be made to keep 
laborers. at home. He hoped .to see 
labor candidates for scats in Farlia- 
ment increase in number and they ought 
not to be saddled with frightful election 
expenses. Mr, Gladstone enforced upon 
his hearers the necessity for parish coun- 
cils, which, he maintained, were a necessar y 
complement to local governnient. He held 
that the Inbores should have free access to 
land, and the local authorities ought to be 
given power to purchase or lease land for 
this purpose. 

Mr. Gladstone urged the abolition of thie 
common law againstconspiracy.. This law, 
he said, had given rige to proceedings that 
were adverse to the liberties of the people 
Speaking with particular reference to this 
Mr. Gladstone said: ‘*‘We must pro 
yide for the rural population of Great Bri- 
tain a4 well as for tho sane class in Ireland. 
Nothing must be a crime which rélates’ to 
the prosecution of labor in their interosts, 
or because it is done by combination of 
mon, unless it is on offence against the 
letter and the spirit of the law.” 

Mr strongly advocated that 
parish council* should be charged with the 
control of parish charities, the care of roads 
and commons and of rights of way hoy 

hould also seo that the schools and dwell 
ings were in"proper sanitary condition. Hoe 
sid some sdheme oOdght to be Wevised to 
offer the laborer, after a long and blameless 
life, somethiug better than the workhouse

Oarbray & Routh, saya 
that the season's figuros show that 410,000 
tons of Cape Breton coal came to Montreal 
by water during the past season, 56,000 tons 
to Sorel, 44,000 tons to Quebec and 8,000 
tons to Three Rivers. Besides this, 150,- 
000 tons of Springhill coal was brought by 
rail to Montreal ; 44,000 tons of Pictou 
coal and 25,000 of Scotch and English coal 
also came here, There {s a decrease of 
8,000 todein the Pictou coal, as compared 
_ With last year, and a decreato of 15,000 
tons in the qusntity of Scotch and English. 
The Cape Breton coal {a evidently taklug 
the place of the latter to a large extent. 
The total increase for the whole of the St. 
Lawrence was 30,000 tons. Tho prices 
Were much the same as Inst year. As show- 
ing th remarkable growth of this trade, it 
may be stated that in 1884 the total import 
of Lower'Proviuce coal was only 230,C00, 
Tho vertols made about 300 trips to bring 
up the coal this scason, and each trip here 
coat about $800 for exponses. From the 
beginning of the season to the ond these 
chartered steamers cost about 12} conts 
each por minute,

A MARQUIS’ POVERTY. 


Savornake Vorest to be Sold to Pay the 
Titind Owner's Debts 

Lonbos, Dee 4 In August last the 

Marquis Of Ailsbury applicd to Justice 
Storling of the Lord Chancellor's Court | for 
wpplication to sell -his estate, Savernake 
Forest, He gave his reason for desiring to 
sell. the property that he wanted the money 
which the ostate would sell for the pur 
ose Of paying his debts, It is said the 
Marquis owes £750,000, the price asked 
for the property, and this sum Lord Iveagh 
agreed to pay if the court would authorize 
the sale. The application was opposed by 
the other heirs on the ground that usarers 
would alone reap the _ benefit upon 
the wale. Judge Sterling» declined 
to grant the required permission.

A BOLD. BURGLAR. 


Sensational Arrest and Escape ofa bur 
glar From Port Hope Lock-Up, 


Porr Horr, Ont., Dec. 14.—For some 
time past numerous burglaries have been 
committed in the town. Suspicion fell 
upon a stranger, who since December has 
boarded at the Royal Hotel aud registered 
as J. 8S, Lawrence. The Chief Constable 
arrested him Friday night and lodged him 
in the lock-up. Lawrence's luggage, 4 
neat bag and parcel, were ei and 
found to contain a complete burglar’s kit, 
chartridges for blowing safes, saws and files, 
revolvers, skull-crackers and other weapons 
and plans of the stores of Messrs. Clark, 
Mulholland & Brown and Deyell. Property 
belonging to Messrs. Hargraft & McNach- 
ton, of Cobourg, whose premises were reé- 
cently burglarized, were also found in his 
possession, 

Lawrence had not boen in the lock-up 
long when he discovered a weak spot in the 
cell. Standing ona bench ho cut a hole 
through the lath and ceiling and rested jon 
the joists. Making a hole through the 
lath and plaster he ae into a narrow 
passageway at the south side of his cell. 

Just at this moment Constables Douglas 
and Gamble who had heard the noise of the 
fall rushed into tho leckup and as the chief 
reached the door of the passageway the fel- 
low bolted through the window and climbed 
the stone wall which entrenches the prison 
and vanished into the darkness. Blood 
stains beneath the window showed that he 
cut himself, This morning a man with in- 
jured hand and haggard appearance pre- 
sented himself at Newtonville station where 
his injuries were dressed, He immediately 
afterwards disappeared.

SPREAD OF GRIP. 


Bad Features of Former Visitations Lack- 
log this Year, 


Beniix, Dec, 15.—The influenza, al- 
though on the decrease, is still claiming 
many victims. During the past week the 
ayerage number of deaths from this malady 
bas been nine daily, but to these must be 
added for the week about 130 deaths from 
illness supervening. Amoag the 63 deaths 
from this disease was that of one child two 
years old, eight between the ages of 30 and 
40,20 between the ages of 40 and 20 and 
the others ranged from 60 to 81. ‘The aver- 
age of people dying from influenza during 
the week was 60, and the same average was 
noticed in previous weeks. 

Since the revival of tho epidemic the 
medival aiithorities have concluded that old 
peonlp seldom recover from an attack. Tho 

octors also find that people suffering from 
affections of the heart suffered severely, 
even if none died, and that scrofulous 
children are generally troubled after it with 
disorders of the brain. 

According to Dr, Otto Seifert of the 
University of Wurzburg the influenza is 
caused by a microbe, which is now called 
microbusscifertius, and which can only-be 
extirpated successfully by gin mixed with 
benzoid of soda, the fumes from this mix- 
ture clearing the air of these microbes.

The Dominion Government has no bit- 
terer enemy than the Toronto Mail, yet 
that journal remarks with reference to the 
Newfoundland affair: 

Some among us are inclined to support the 
position which the Newfoundland Government 
takes in the dispute with the Dominion. This 
is the rerult, no doubt, of honestly entertaining 
cotitémpt for our own country. Assume that 
Osnada can never be on the right side io an in- 
ternational or intercolonial question, and it fol- 
lows thatahe must be in the wrong when she 
comes into conflict with the island colony. It 
is yery clear, however, that {he Dominion was 
not the aggressor in this instance, 


FARMERS’ ILLS. 


If Unrestricted Reciprocity would be a 
panacea for farmers’ ills, thon the farming 
community of the United States should be 
ina hearty condition, Yet we find so many 
farms in Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, and other Eastern States, have 
been abandoned In tho past few years, that 
the matter has assumed national importance 
and with the result that there is a prospect 
of at least some of the abandoned properties 
belng repeopled, The American Cultivator 
of Dec. 12 says editorially on this question; 

“Tho attempt a year ago to secure occupants 
for abandoned farms in Massachusetts, has met 
with some ructess, There are now fewer of 
these farms than then, and s more hopefu' feel- 
ing among farmers generally,” 

Before the last election, Grit politicians 
were anxious to decry the prosperity of the 
farmers of this section, in order to diffuse 
a dissatisfied feeling amongst agricultur- 
ists, with the view of alionating their alle- 
gisnce to the present Government. To 
that end Mr. Farley, Reeve of Sidney—a 
farmer himself—said that one-tenth of the 
farmain Sidney would not be worked this 
year. Now, Mr. Farley, we ask you to 
enumerate the farms in Sidney that were 
not worked this year, and in the event of 
your. not being able to substantiate your 
words, we claim that you attempted to de- 
celve the electors for party purposes, 

Mk, MUWAT EXPLAINS, 

Attorney-General Mowat’s Woodstock 
letter, in which ho expressed sentiments 
and opinions that placod him at varlance 
with the leading men of his party in Do- 
minion, affairs, was a brief bat vigorous 
dooument, which gave satisfaction to every 
tri Ownadian. Upfortunately for him- 
self, however, Mr. Mowat, with his usual 
instability, has ylelded to the pressure of 
those within his party who prefer party to 
country, and has published in the Globe, 
inthe guise of » letter addressed to Hon. 
‘Alex, Mackenzie, a manifesto of ten col- 
umns, In which he declares that he Is not 
so loyal as hoe formerly stated—that Is, he 
loves Britain and looks upon the United 
States axis hostile country, batis willing to 
discriminate against British goods, which 
6ot-he knows fall well would be the algnal 
for the cutting of the. connection by the 
mother country. 

Mr, Mowat’s longthy effusion {s the woak- 
est and least candid of any of his public 
utterances, for the simple reason that he 
attempts to reconcile the irreconcilable. So 
unsatisfactory, indeed, Is his literary per- 
formance that even the Globe —to which it 
must have proved a weloome relief from a 

most unploasant poaltion—finds {t necessary 
to oriticize the pearl thus cast bofore It. 
“Mr, Mowat,” {t reminds him, ‘now de- 
*‘olares that he Is In favor of unrestricted 
‘reciprocity. Wo infer that he counten. 
“ances discrimination against Britleh 
** goods, without which it cannot be obtained,” 

The organ controlled by Sir Richard 
Cartwright {s more candid fn this respect 
than ls Mr, Mowat, bat it is not more candid 
than is the Attorney-General in failing to 
deal with one of the moat important objeo- 
tions to the echome, namely the enormous 
loss of rovenuo which {t would entail.

Robbery was 
undoubtedly the purpose of the murderers, 
but the extent of their plunder is as yet un- 
known. The occupants of the Packwood 
house had been there only a very few days, 
and the money and yaluables which they 
had in their possession are merely a matter 
of conjecture.

No information 1s given about 
Packwood, sr., though it is believed he is 
safe. He has lived in the state a number 
of years. He married a Miss Bruce in New 
York 10 years ago, There werg two sisters 
and their brother, a well-known®Wall-street 
broker, who failed several yoars ago, and in 
the failure the estate funds of the sisters 
were lost, 

When Mrs. Packwood died some years 
ago her sister came to Mr. Packwood’s to 
bring up her young nephew. They went 
north yery often, and Packwood seemed 
never to lack for funds. This time they had 
just returned home. Mrs. Hatch is supposed 
to bea friend of theirs, though her iden- 
tification and home cannot be fixed till to- 
morrow. 

A nephew of Frank J. Packwood, sr., 
living in this city, said to-night: 

“My uncle owns a large orange grove 
eight miles south of New Sinyrna, on the 
banks of the Hillsborough River and only 
about a mile from the ocean. He has lived 


on the Hillsborough River for at least 
fifteen years I should say. He isan all 
year round resident and not a tourist All 


the Packwood family came originally from 
New Orleans. ‘There are seyeral brothers 
in this state. Frank's wife was a Miss 
Bruce of New York city, and she died wnen 
their boy Frankie was a little baby, 

“Who Mrs. L. D. Hatch is I have no 
idea. LI never heard the name before. Pro- 
bably relations or friends of Miss Bruce and 
visitors in the Packwood home. The bro- 
ther of Miss Bruce was at one time a prom- 
inent lawyer in Wall-street, New York, 
and it is said that not long before the mar- 
riage of Mr? Packwood with his other sister 
he failed, the property of his sister being 
all lost in “the “smash up. Miss A. H 
Bruce, the murdered woman, was about 35 
years of age.

By the collapse of an overweighted 
brewery at Pinneberg yesterday, 28 work- 
men were buried beneath a massa of debris, 
and fifteen of them died before the rescuers 
could reach them. 


The north-bound flyer on the N.Y.C. 
ran into a freight Yer Newburg last 
evening. Engineer Kirk and his fireman 
were killed and several passengers slightly 
injured. 

The conipositors on two of the Philadel- 
phia morning papers, The Record and En- 
quirer, went out on strike last evening, 
their demands for an increase of wages from 
40 to 45 cents per 1000 ems being refused.

The truo nature of tho variously-named 
project which was launchod nearly five years 
ego by Mr. Erastus Wiman, and which the 
Grit leaders —in the absence of Hon. Ed: 
ward Bluke in Eogland—eagerly se!zed as 
esa moans of winning their way to power, 
is rapidly becoming so clearly apparent that, 
within a short time, no one will be able to 
plead that his aupporb cf the scheme is 
based on ignorance of the facts that it in- 
yolves the adoption of the United States 
tariff, direct taxation to the extent of 
eighteen millions of dollars per annum, 
discrimination agalnst and separation from 
Great Britaln, the loss of our preference 
for cattle and cheese in tho British market, 
and that it is the well-understood precursor 
to annexation. ; ER. 

Messrs. Laurier, Cartwright, their jour- 
nalistic exponent, the anuexatlonist Farrer 
—tin a word, all the leaders in the moves 
meit—have done their utmost to conceal 
the ‘* true inwardneas” of thelr proposal, 
bub its real natoro is gradually belng un- 
folded by those who are sepporting to and 
those who are friendly to the party whose 
leaders have made it thoir shibboleth. 

As originally proposed by Mr. Wiman, 
the project was a ‘commercial’ or customs 
union; that is to say, Canada and the 
United States, were to, have a jolat tariff 
subject to revision by a councl!l in which 
representation would be based on popula- 
tion ; a joint customs reyonue fund, to be 

divided according to population; custom 
houses along the frontier to be abolished, 
and so on. 

Seelng that this scheme would not take 
the popular fancy, Mr, J. D, Edgar, M.P., 
in an open letter addressed to Mr. Wiman, 
repudiated it and substituted for it the 
“academlical” absurdity known as ‘‘uare- 
stricted reciprocity’—that is, the abolition 
of customs duties between Oanada and the 
United States and the retention by both 
countries of their owao tariffs against all 
other countries, 

Such is the proposal upon which Laurier 
& Oo, appealed to the people in March last. 
Their defeat has not as yet resulted in their 
abandonment of it, despite the scathing ex- 
posure of its disloyal and insidious char- 
acter which was mado by the moat brilllant 
Liberal in Canada—the former trusted 
lead sr of the party,the Hon, Edward Blake, 
in the famous letter addressed to bis con- 
stituents of West Durham, in which he an- 
nounced his retirement from public life, 
and gave as his reason for that action his 
disapproval of the project of unrestricted 
reciprocity. Mr. Blake's exposition of the 
veiled treason of his successors in the leader. 
ship has been frequently quoted from, but 
the following brief but pregnant extract 
will be found worthy of perusal, especially 
by those whe haye read Mr. Mowat’s man- 
ifesto, to which reference was made In yes- 
ferday’s issue : 

“The tendency, in Canada, of unrestricted 
free trade with the States, high duties being 
tmainta\ned against the United Kingdom, would 
be towards political union ; and the more euc- 
ceesfal the pian the atronger the tendency, both 
by reason of the community cf interests, 
the intermingling of population, the more inti- 
mate business and social connections, and the 
tradé and fi:cal re'ations, amounting to depend- 
enéy, which it would create with Statler, aod of 
ths greater ieolation avd divergency from 
Britain which it would producs; and also and 
especially through inconveniences experienced 
in thé maintenance and aspprehensioas enter. 
taiced us to the termination of the treaty, 

“Our hupes aod our fears alike would draw one 
way. We would thea indeed be ‘looking to 
Wishing:on.’ Nor is there any fair comparison 
in this aspect between the new and the old 
reciprocal arrangements.” 

Mr. Blako’s lotter was publfated two 
weeks too late tosaye his reputation as a 
patriot, namely on the day following the 
elgoiion, after the public verdict had been 
given; butit was, nevertheless, the first strik- 
ingexposure, from within the party, of the 

treasonable nature of the project. ‘Chis we 
say wichont detracting from tho crodit due 
the Hon. James Young, who had written 
to s homowhat similar effect some four years 
previonsly, but his patriotic words had not 
borne much fruit in his own party. 

Many quotations could be furnished from 
American friends of the achome—all of the

Mr, Laurier, Sir Richard Oartwright and 

their apostles carefully conceal this fatal 
defect in their schema. They dare nob 
descend to particulars, because they know 
that by no means other than direch tax- 
ation could provision be made for our 
revenue needs. Thisaspuct of the queation 
thay. must be made’ to faco. Mr. Blake's 
argaoment on this, es on the other points at 
isaue, can no longer be ignored by the mon 
who wore formerly his admiring followors 
apd soundors of his praise, 

The latest exposure is of the monstrously 
sbsurd pretence that unrestricted reclpro- 
city would make agaluat annexation, which 
Mr. Mowat has been deceived into 
believing, or, at all events, coaxed 
into proclaimiog. Mr. Erastus 
Wiman, the father of the movo- 
ment, in a speech dolirered at New York 
last week, frankly confessed the deooltful 
nature of this assertion. He sald: 

“It may be that a trade connection would 
postpone annexation, ‘Thére are some who 
hope it may, because of the reasons beforo re- 
ferred t>, There are others who consider that 
the best way to procure a political alliance is to 
precede it with a commercial intimacy, 8? that 
tt will be only one step further, by the glad con- 
sent of all parties, in order to make the conti- 
nent ore and indivisible, Theie are circum- 
atances, however, which might change completely 
the sentiment in Canada regardiog British 
connection. Thess circumstances might be 
shaped and moulded by the United States to a 
degree that is now little imegined, If, for in. 
stance, through its Congress, the United F tates 
should tender to the people of O.nada a free ad 
mission ioto this great market for all their pro- 
dacts and manufactures, in exchange for an 
equally f.e63 admission into Canada of all the 
products and manufactures of the United Stater, 
a boon wou'd ba offered which Canada could 
not refuse, A Parliament that would 
refuse it wou'd not be retuned a 
second time. * * Thore who desire above 
all things a Political Union, will find that a 
commercial bargain between the two countrics will 
best promote it Certainly their desire will be in- 
Cefivitely postponed if a policy of pressure, 
which finds its harshest interpretation in the 
McKinley Bil), is persistently pursued If such 
& pressure, or aby other: form of threat is in- 
dalged io, in order to forec the Oanadian people, 
the purpose of that pressure will be defeated. If 
the Canadian peop'e do not want to come into 
the Union willingly and cheerfully, and after a 
condition of preparedness on both sides, which 
@ reciprocity alone will bring about, then the 
United States wou'd ke better off 
without them, If, on the contrary, after a few 
years of the closest social and commercial inti- 
macy, supplanting to a considerable degree the 
intimacy of the relation that now exists between 
Canada and Great Britain, there is found to be 
still grea* er cdvanteger, and a great desire onthe 
part of ths Canadian people to become incorpo- 
rated, in the thape of a dozen distinctive com- 
monwealths, into (he glorious conatellation that 
within the Union illuminates the western hem- 
isp3ere, an achievement will be accompliehed 
taking rank in the history of the world with the 
Refo:motion, the Declaration cf Iadependence, 
and the Emancipation of the slave,” 

Mr, Wiman’'s frankneas is commendable. 
The Laurier-Cartweight project is, he con- 
fesses, just whad we have sald from the first, 
aud as Mr. Blake states, a sure process of 
alienating Oanada from Great Britain and 
her absorption by the United States. 

Light is being cast upon this nefarious 
propaganda, through the admissions of its 
supporters and the dlacomfiture of those 
engaged in it is assured.

TROUBLESOME HILLSMEN. 


Tho Tribes of Hunza aud Nagar Fighting 
As Guerillas,

Cavcutra, Dec. 16.—The tribes of Hunza 
and Nugar, though driven out of the Nitt, 
have not been entirely subdued and are con: 
ducting a guerilla werfare. Desultory firing 
is carried on daily, but thus far there have 
been no casualties since the firgt engage- 
ments, 

Col. Durand, Capt. Aylmer and Lieut, 
Babcock and the 20 Sepoys who were 
wounded at the storming and capture of 
Nilt, and Lieut. Gordon and the seven Se- 
poys who were wounded during the pursuit 
of the tribesinen in the mountains, are all 
making favorable progress towards re- 
covery. 

The Bombay Gazette summary of the 
14th ult., just to hand, does not seem to 
share the alarmist reports cabled about the 
affair. Speaking of its origin it says: 

“Col, A. G. Durand, British agent at 
Gilgit, has received definite orders to bring 
the robber tribes of Hunza and Nagar under 
control. These tribes are the pirates of 
Contral Asia, whose chief occupation is 
plawiecing caravans on the Yarkund and 
Kashgar. Any prisoners they take on these 
expeditions are sold into slavery. Col. 
Durand has established an outpost at Chalt, 
about 30 miles beyond Gilgit, onthe Hunza 
River, and intends making a road to Alia- 
bad, the capital of the Hunza chief, at once. 
That he will meet with armed opposition in 
doing so is not improbable.”

JACKSONNILLE, Fla. , Deo, 16.—The theory 


that the quadruple murder at New Smyrna 
was committed by tramps has been aban 
duned \ trail has been discovered leading 
from the houre to the north and then south 
to the road through a path no one could 
travel unless he was familiar with the 
country 

There are whisperings of a discarded lover 
who had aworn vengeance and & suspicion 
that Mes. Hatch and the two children wore 
killed to prevent them telling who assaulted 
and then murdered Misa Bruce Stato 
officials will be asked to aid the county 
authorities in forroting out the murderer. 

One of the first of the men to reach the 
soene after the alarm was given says 


“On her back by the window, in a pool 
of blood, we found Mrs. Hatch, a pistol ball 


wound on the inside corner of her left eyo, 
her faco blackened with powder. The 
other bodies lay near. When the crash 
came sho had evidently been near the win- 
dow. 

*‘As the murderer ontered, her little son, 
frenzied with fright, had probably fled, as a 
child would, at sought refuge under the 
bedclothes on a lounge at the other ond of 
the room. He was torn from these, shot over 
the left eye and his throat was cut in three 

laces. His head was almost sovered from 
fis body. 


“While the murderer was entering the 
window Miss Bruce had apparently secured 
an old pistol, which was handy, and fired 
athim, The ball Todged in the window 
frame. 

“The murderer, heedless of this onslaught, 
continued his terrible work and finished it. 
By this time Miss Bruce had gone to che 
closet and secured a doublo-barrel shotgun. 
Sho leveled it at the man as he hare sT 
but unfortunately the hammers snapped on 
the sholls that had been ox loded many 
days before. Ho assaulted her, probably 
after killing her little nephew. She was 
found lying on her back on the bed, hor teot 
touching the floor and her clothing disar- 
ranged. 

‘The niurderer had shot her through the 
right check, the bullet striking the walland 
fallin on the bed. 

“Then another struggle must have begun 

for the gun and he ayiteekly tore it from 
her and, swinging it around his head with 
both hands, drove the stock against her 
face with great force. The blow struck 
her between the forehead and nose and 
cayod in the skull. Every bone in the face 
was broken. 

“Then, with a keen bread-knife, he 
stabbed her in the neck, cutting out ao 
SanAKS section of flesh, and finishing the 
job with two terrible gashes on the throat, 

‘Frankie Packwood, a beautiful little 
golden-haired child of five years, was found 
on the floor at the foot cf the bed with his 
throat cut, His features had not been 
marred, 

“The floors of both rooms were covered 
with blood and the mattress on the bed on 
which Miss Bruce lay was soggy with gore 
On the curtains and walls blood was spat- 
tered.” 

Near the house the neighbors found the 
track of a left foot, No. 7 or 8, with a com- 
mon box-toe shoe. The indentation of the 
heel on the outside was deeper than the in- 
side, indicating that the man wearing it was 
bowlegged. 

Before leaving the house they sent Jen- 
kins out to look for tracks. Jenkins found 
none in the leaf-carpeted hummock, but on 
the main road, half a mile south, he found 
tracks like that near the house, accom- 
panied by those of a dog. 

Fifty men on horseback, with guns, are 
searching for the murderer, but up to to- 
night no clue beyond those described had 
been found. 

It was thought that the murder was com- 
mitted Friday night, but it is now believed 
that it was done Baturday, morning, For 12 
hours after Saturday morning the bread in 
the kitchen continued to rise, and half a 
cooked ham lay near, evidently prepara- 
tions for Sunday. 

From these facts the conclusion is drawn 
that the first attack was made upon the 
kitchen Saturday morning and that all ran 
to the other house and bolted the doors. 

Mr. Packwood says he has suspicions, 
but will only divulge them to the coroner’s 
jury. 

Bloodhounds have been sent for and will 
bo used, though it is feared too late to be 
of use. 

The people of New Smyrna believe the 
murderer belongs in that neighborhood, 
there being many little things which clinch 
that supposition. The blood was ‘‘dipper- 
ed” from the house, then scooped up in 
masses and thrown away, then the remain- 
der was sopped up with cloths and the 
spots were scrubbed and strewn with flour. 
But even this did not hide the evidence of 
the crime. 

The scene of the crime is a romantic spot, 
half way between Smyrna and Oak Hill on 
Hillsborough River, a sort of sound divid- 
ing a long narrow beach from the mainland. 
It varies from a quarter ofa mile to ten 
miles in width and is 100 miles long. 

A gruesome fatality seems to cling to it, 
Here the Shives family, father, son, wife 
and baby, were murdered by Indians in 
1856. 1t will be remembered by the read- 
ers of ‘‘Early Pioncer Days.” Sheldon and 
a companion in a boat on the river saw the 
smoke from the ruins. In the creek near 
the house the mother Jay half covered by 
the water, her hair floating across her face 
and half concealing the babe in her arms. 

Tho house where this latest murder was 
committed is on the site of those ruins, 

The funeral of the murdered woman and 
children took place yesterday morning, ser; 
vices being held at Mr. D, L. Hatch’s 
house,

Marius divorce suit to-day Arthur Cohen, 
the corespondent in the counter-action for 
divorce instituted by Mr. Marius against 
Miss St. John, denied that he had over com- 
mitted adultery with Miss St. John and 
that there had ever been any undue famili- 
arity between them. 

The jury returned a verdict refusing Miss 
St. John the divorce asked for, finding that 
Mr. Marius was not guilty of the acts of 
cruelty imputed to him by Miss St. John, 
nor was Miss St. John guilty of adultery, as 
charged by Mr, Marius. 

The court granted Mr. Cohen his costs in 
the action. The question of who shall pay 
the othor costs was not sottled. 

When tho verdict was announced it was 
reeted with cheers and ories of ‘‘Bravo!” 
Vhen Mr. Marius left the court room 4 

crowd heartily cheered him. No notice 
was takon of Miss St. John.

THE SIPUATION AT QUEBEC. 

Stirring, but by no means unoxpected, 
news comes from Quebec. The Royal 
Commissioners who investigated the Pacaud 
swindle in connection with the Baio des 
Chaleurs railway subsidy have reported, 
severoly cousuriog the Government and de- 
claring the transaction illegal and corrupt.

Jocl Bryan 
Mayes was born in the Cherokee reserva 
tion, Ga., Oct. 2, 1833 His father was 
white and his mother of mixed blood, be- 
ing descended on her pekerse side from 
James Adair, an Indian agent 
George ITT. 

Joel was removed while a boy 
Cherokee reservation in Indian Territory. 
He graduated from the Cherokee male 
seminary in 1856, and taught until the 
beginning of the civil war, when he enlisted 
in the confederate army. He held the 
position of quartermaster during the war, 

He returned to the farm on Grandoe 
River in 1865, and was mude county com-

Payment of livery rigs by respondent's finan- 
cial agent to take acrutineers to the polls on elec- 
tlon day; 

The case of William Bell, who voted twice, be- 
ing Induced to vote the second time by one Dan 
McDougall, ao agent of respondent; 

Case of William Tocher of Wiarton, who re- 
celyed from H. H, Miller of Hanover, an agent of 
respondent, a note for $2.50. Tocher got $2.25 
out of this and heard no more abontit. The 
money was asked for on election day, but was 
not paid over until the following day. 

The court considered this latter a pay- 
ment by agent and heard argument as to 
when theagency terminated. Respondent’s 
counsel oe that Miller's agency had 
terminated when the last vote was polled 
and before this money was paid, but Mr. 
Aylesworth contended that agenoy did not 
terminate until the election was completed 
by the return of the writ, 

On these cases judgment is reserved. 

Dr. Allison, Liberal M.P. for Lennox, has 
admitted bribery by agents and his clec- 
tion will be voided by consent.

Loxpox, Dec. 18,—Vhysicians are be 
inning to regard the epidemic called in 
faanen asa mysterious disease which they 
as yet do not fully understand. ln France 
a new and startling theory is being ad- 
vanced to the effect that the popular diag 
nosis of the disease is entirely wrong and 


that the epidemic is not really influenza, 
but a malady of a typhoid form. In sup 
port of this theory some very strong evi 


dence is adduced The real influenza of a 
moat malignant form has appeared among 
the horses in the southeast of London. The 
disease is much more severe than when the 
animals were last attacked and is accom- 
panied by congestion of the lungs. Fifty 
per cent. of the whole number in the dis- 
trict are affected and the epidemic is 
spreading. 


STOPPED BY SNOW. 


The Tribesmen Around Gilgit Are Safe 
Unul the Spring. 

Carcurra, Dec, 18.—The question of fur- 
ther operations on the part of the British 
troops against the Hunza Niger tribesmen 
in tho vicinity of Gilgil and Fort Nilt, near 
the Pamir frontier, has been settled for the 
time being by the weather. Snow has 
fallen at those places and in the surround- 
ing country to such an extent that Laie ban 
operations are impossible, ‘They are atill 
making good progross toward recovery. 
The troops are well supplied with food, 
ammunition, etc., in quantities sufficient to 
last them until the snow disappears. 


THE PAMIR PLATEAU: 


The Collision Between British Soldiers 
and Tribesmen Not an Accident, 

Lonpon, Dec. 18.—Semi-oflicial admis- 
sions are now being made that the recent 
encounter between the British force at 
Gilgit under Colonel Durand and hostile 
tribesmen supposed to be acting in the 
Russian interest, was not in any sense an 
accidental collision. The time had arrived 
for open action, which had been led up to 
by diplomatic and military preparations 
which have been going on for at least. two 
years with this eventuality constantly in 
view. 

Attention has already been called in these 
despatches to the visit of Col, Durand in 
Octover to the Viceroy of India at Simla, 
for the purpose of discussing the attitude to 
be observed by the British force near the 
Pamir, in view of the persistent encroach- 
ments of the Russians in thatdirection. It 
was at this conference that Col. Durand 
received his final instructions authorizing 
him to take the steps which brought on the 
recent engagement, and which are doubt: 
less the prelude to much more important 
hostilities, 

But this was not tho first conference of the 
Gilgit commander with the viceroy. In the 
summerof 1889 the knowledge of Russian in- 
trigues in the vicinity of the Pamir led to 
Colonel Durand being investigated with un- 
usual latitude of discretion and to his being 
appointed British agent at Gilgit. The vice- 
roy’s visit to Kashmire, undertaken about 
the same time, and which was the subject of 
much speculation, had the same incentive. 

England has not been idle in the work of 
proselytizing the tribesmen of that disputed 
region, but in some important respects she 
labors at a disadvantage as compared with 
Russia. The kings of Hunza and Nagar 
boast, singular to relate, of descent from 
Alexander the Greatand are of a remarkably 

roud race. The British have shown very 
ittle consideration for their claims until 
recently and there has for generations been 
a fecling of hatred entertained by these 
modern Alexanders toward England and 
her representatives, The Russians, on the 
other hand, have always treated the proud 
potentates of the Indus with a great show 
of respect and have consequently been wel- 
come visitors. 

When the Russian Captain Gronchevtsky 
and a squadron of Cossacks visited that re- 
gion in the summer of 1889 they made so 
many friends that they had no difficulty in 
repeating the visit in 1890 and again this 
year. Every appearance of an armed Eng- 
ish force, however small, has on the other 
hand been greeted with sullenness if not 
with open opposition. This summer 
the visiting party of Russians was 
larger than ever before and _ includ- 
ed the Cossack division under tho 
famous Colonel Yanch. It penetrated to. 
the passes leading from the Pamir plateau 
into Hunza, and the result of the excursion 
Was soon observed in the increasing  inso- 
lence of the tribesmen toward the British. 
It was evidout that«the descendants of 
Alexander believed that they now had an 
alley which would protect thei from the 
hated British and cven back them up in 
any predatory raids they might make 
against the red coats. 

Meanwhile British diplomata have been 

insisting that the sphere of influence of the 
Indian Goyernment must bo recognized as 
yaramount up to the southern slopes of the 
Tindy-Koosh, and that whether it be so 
recognized or not, it Was necessary, far the 
yxroper protection of the northern Indian 
rontier, that England be allowed to check 
the lawlessness of the tribesmen, who are 
want to harass the loyal people of that 
district, 

The tribes complained of are notorious 
brigands, cattle thievos and slave dealers 
Tbe number of Kashmire elaves in Central 
Asia is said by travelers to be astonishing, 
Nor in spite of their claim to distinguished 
ancestry, can the rulers themselve nt 
sidered respectable. ‘The king of Hunza,

Four Members of a Family Perish in the 
Same Way 

Nzw Youu, Dec. 18.—On Novy. 30 last 
news came from Manzanillo, Mex., via San 
Francisco, that the brig Tahiti and 270 Gil- 
bert Islanders, who were on board under 
contract for the coffee plantations of San 
Benito, Mexico, had been lost at sea. The 
brig had on board Henry Montgomery 
Scrymser, youngest son of the late James 
Serymser.

Water in Which It Floated Used in an In 


sane Asylum a Month, 
JACKSONVILLE, Ill, Dec. 18.—It has just 


como to light that the patients in the Illi- 
nois Insane Asylum here used for 34 days 
last winter water drawn from a reservoir in 


which float ! a corpse 
Willian \Vilson, an inmate, was reported 
missing Jan, 20. ‘The asylum engineer dis- 


covered his body in the reservoir Feb 23 
and notified pare Cariel.

remoye the body until the dimer hour, 
when all the patients and attendants were 
at tuble. 

Only a few trusted omployes were let 
into the secret, and at noon the body was 
pulled out, It was so decomposed that it 
could only be identified by the clothing. 

Ac cording to an aflidavit made by Wil- 
liam Wright, who helped to take the body 
from the reservoir, no inquest was held, and 
he does not know what disposition was 
made of the body. 

The reseryoir has not been emptied since 
the finding of Wileon’sbody, and the patients 
and omployes were not aware that thoy had 
been using the water in which a corpse had 
lain for over a month.

PREVALENCE OF GRIP. 


The Provincial Board of Health 
Some Excellent Advice 


Issues 


Toronto, Dec. 18,--In view-of the reap- 

pearance of la grippe in epidemic form Dr. 
dryce, secretary of the Provincial Board of 

Health, has issued a circular to the public 
explaining the cause, origin, pathology, 
general symptoms aud measures for the 
limitation of the disease. ‘The three forms 
of tho disease are: 

(a) Nervons—characterized by. great de- 
pression and severe pains in head, spine and 
muscles ; 

(b) Catarrhal—worked by congestion of 
mucuous membrane of nose, throat and 
chest ; 

(c) Gastric—espocially seen in children 
and worked by vomiting, diarrhaa, ete, 

The report points out that the disease is 
wholly or mainly propagated from person 
to person or by human agency and may be 
convoyed by clothing, etc., and one attack 


is not preventive against another as in 
smallpox. 
As regards prevontive measnecs the re- 


port suggests that for cortain classes of 
persons, o.g., those in whom from their age 
or infirmity an attack would be especially 
dangercus, as well as for the first cases ina 
locality or household (where these we 
known and their isolation is practicable), 
the isolation of the sick is the niost oftica- 
cious means of preventing the spread of 
the disease. 

The ventilation and cleanly keeping of 
the buildirgs in which many persons are 
collected together should also receive spe- 
cial attention when influenza threatens. 

Since the development of an attack of in- 
fluenza in persons exposed to infection 
seems to depend very largely upon the reci- 
procity of the subject, it is important that 
atthe time of the epidemic all persons 
should, as far as they are able, pay atten- 
tion to such measures of individual hygiene 
as may best maintain their general state of 
health, avoiding exposure to cold . and 
fatique, unwholesome food and excessive 
use of alcoholic liquors, Medical opinion, 
divided in other points relating to influ- 
enza, seems unanimous to the deleterious 
effect of exertion or fatique upon those suf- 
fering from influenza, or exposed to the in- 
fluence of the epidemic. It has proves the 
worst policy to ‘fight against” the disease. 
Unfortunately, however, during the strain 
in places of business caused by the disable- 
ment of 86 many of the staff, and in the 
case of medical men, nurses and others, ad- 
vice as to avoiding undue fatigue is more 
easily given than followed. 

On the assumption that the disease is 
communicable by the breath inhaled, carry- 
ing the dried particles of mucus from the 
nostrils, and of the saliva from the lips, a 
yery natural preventive measure may, I 
believe, with some reasonable expectation 
of success, be tried by the infected person 
keeping the mucous covering of the lips 
and nostrils constantly annointed with car- 
bolized glycerine diluted one-half with rose- 
water; since the glycerine will greatly serve 
to prevent the dying of the particles, which 
is necessary before they can be carried into 
the air, 

The greatest care in the use of separate 
handkerchiefs and towels by those affected 
and the keeping themsolves, as far as pos- 
sible, from close contact with other persons, 
are precautions which will naturally occurr 
to everyone.

THE SARNIA TUNNEL. = 
Workiog Like a Charm—C.P.R. Aftor Fort 
Gratiot Crossing 

Sawnta, Dec, 18,—AllGrand Trunk busi- 
ness is now carried on through the tunnel, 
and the yards at Point Edward and Fort 
Gratiot, which a few wecks ago were crowd- 
ed with trains and buzzing with the hum of 
industry, are now almost as silent and de- 
serted as the Egyptian Pyramids. The 
local trains run up there, but all through 
trains, passenger and freight, go the other 
way. 

The opening of the tunnel route and 
the consequent shortening of the distance 
betweeg Chicago and Buffalo is said to 
have alread erceptibly increased the 
business of the Brand Trunk. 

Tho tunnel works like a charm, ‘Two 
tunnel engines are kept with steam up; 
one of these takes a train through from the 
station on this side and then brings a train 
back; then the other engine takes a train 
through and brings one back, and they con- 
tinue to alternate in this way. They han- 
dle a train of 24 loaded cars easily. Each 
tunnel train has its own conductor, engi- 
neer and trainmen, whose duty it is to take 
the train through from this side and bring 
one back, the regular conductors, engineers 
and brakemen going on at the stations on 
each side. It took the first regular passen- 
ger train that went through the tunnel just 
one mintite and 58 seconds to go from por- 
tal to portal. 

The latest railway rumor is that the 
Canadian Pacific has made the Grand Trunk 
an offer for the Fort Gratiot crossing, in- 
cluding yards and right of way on both 
sides,

ments which are educating young men to 
be nothing bat sharpers. What chance is 
there for a young man who was taught in 
an ostablishment that it is right to lie, if it 
18 smart, and that a French label is all that 
is nocessury to make a thing French, and 
that you ought always to be honest when 
it pays, and that it is wrong to steal unless 
you do it well? Suppose, now, a young 
man just starting in life enters a place of 
that kind where there are ten young men, 
and drilled in the infamous practices of the 
establishment, He is ready to be taught. 
The yoimg man has no theory of commer- 
cial ethics. Where is he to get his theory? 
Ho will get his theory from his employers. 
One day he pushes his wit a little beyond 
what tho establishment demands of him, 
and ho fleeces a customer natil the clerk is 
on the verge of being seize by the law. 
What is done in the establishment? He is 
not arraigned, Tho head of the establish- 
ment says to him:—‘tNow, be careful; be 
careful, young man, you might be caught; 
but really that was splendidly done; you 
will get along in the wor 14, I warrant 
ou.” Then that young man goes up until 
he becomes head clerk. He has found there 
is a premium on iniquity. 

One morning the employer comes to the 
establishment. Hoe goes into his counting 
room aud throws up his hands and shouts : 
“Why, the safe has been robbed!" What 
is the matter? Nothing, nothing; only the 
clerk who has been practising a good while 
on customers is practiclng a little on the 
employer. No new principle introduced in- 
to that establishment. It is a poor rule 
that will not work both ways. fon must 
never steal unless you can do it well. He 
did it well. I am not talking an abstrac- 
tion; Lam talking 4 terrible and a crushing 
fact. 

Now, here is a young man. Look at 
him to-day. Look at bim five yeare from 
now, after he has been uuder trial in such 
an establishment, Here he stands in the 
shop to-day, bis cheeks ruddy with the 
breath of tho hills. He unrolls the goods 
on the counter in gentlemanly style. He

commends them to the purchaser, He 
points out all the good points in the 
fabric. He effects the sale. The goods 


are wrapped up, and he dismisses the cus- 
tomer witha cheerful *‘good morning,” and 
the country merchant departs so impressed 
with the straight-forwardness of that 
young man that he will come again and 
Again, every spring and every autumn, un- 
less interfered with. ‘The young man has 
been now in that establishment five years. 
He unrolls the goods on the counter, He 
says to the customer, ‘‘Now, those are the 
best goods we have in our establishinent;” 
they have better on the next shelf. He 
says: ‘Wo are selling these goods less than 
cost; they are making twenty per cent. 
He says: “There is nothing tke them 


in the city;’ there are fifty shops 
that want to sell tho same thing. 
He says: ‘‘ Now, there is a durable 


article, it will wash;"’ ves, it will wash out. 
The sale is made, the goods are wrapped 
up, the country merchant goes off feeling 
that he has an equivalent for his money, 
and the sharp clerk goes into the private 
room of the counting-house, and he 
says: ‘Well, I got rid of those goods at 
last; I really thought we nover would sell 
them; I told. him we were selling them less 
than cost; and he thought he was getting a 
good bargain; got rid of them at last,”” And 
the head of the firm says: ‘That's well 
done, splendidly done!’ Meanwhile God 
haa recorded eight lies—four lies pgainst 
the yonng man, four lies against bis em- 
ployer; for I undertake to say tnat the em- 
Perey is responsible for all the iniquities of 
is clerks, and all the iniquities of those 
who are clerks of these clerks, down to the 
tenth generation, if those employers incul- 
cated iniquitious and damning principles. 

I stand before young men this morning 
who are under this pressure. I aay, come 
out of it. “Oh!” you say, “I can’t; I 
haye my widowed mother to support, and 
if a man loses a situation now he can’t get 
another one,” I say, come out of it, Go 
home to your mother and say to her: 
“Mother, I can’t stay in that shop and be 
upright; waat shall [ do?” And if sho is 
worthy of you sho will aan: “Come out of 
it, my son—we will just throw ourselves on 
Him who hath promised to be the God of 
the widow and the fatherless; He will take 
care of us.” And I tell you no young man 
ever permanently sulfered by such a course 
of conduct, In Philadelphia, in a drug shop, 
& young man said to his employer: “I want 
to please you, really; and um willing to sell 
medicines on Sunday; but I can’t sell this 
pritent shoe-blacking on Sunday." “Well,” 
said the head man, ‘you will have to do it, 
or else you will linve to go away.”

IMPORTANT TRANSACTION. 


The Belgian Bank Now Controls the Valu. 
nble Atkokan Kauge, 


Port ArtHuR, Dec, 19,—The Belgian 
Bank, known as the Society General, 
controls the Atkokan iron range, The 


last contract was signed Tuesday and Con- 
sul-General yon Bruessa and Messrs. Wiley 
and Russell left together Tuesday for the 
East. The contract between the mine 
owners and the Belgian Bank provides that 
the bank shall have until November, 1892, 
to test the deposits. 

The railway is to be built within next 
year, and wken so built the owners deed to 
the bank an interest in the mines and the 
bank agrees to mine and pay a royalty 
thereon. A minimum outpat of 300,000 
tons per annum is guaranteed. The lands 
under contract cover 10 miles in length on 
tho range, including deposits of ore equal 
to all the mines on the’ Marquette range. 
Blast furnaces and rolling mill are under 
the contract to be exettadl at Port Arthur.

MEN BOUND IN MOROCCO. 


A Blockade of the Sultan's Const Very 
Probable, 

New York, Deo. 21,—The Herald's 
Paris correspondent says: A blockade of 
the coast of Morocco is within the probabili- 
ties of the near future. Should that fact 
be secured the desired effect, an expedition 
to the interior of Muley Hassan’s dominion, 
may follow. Negotiations have been be- 
gun, with one or other of these objects in 
view, by the powers which signed the anti- 
slavery protocal oa the Brussels congress. 
According to the reports of the French and 
Danish ministers ut Tangiers Muley Hassan 
has repudiated his own ondorsement of the 
Brussels agreement by authorizing the sale 
of negroes in his empire. Moreover, it has 
been discovered that the Sultan of Morocco 
has countenanced the foundation of 
a settlement at Marakesch, one of the im- 
peris! residences in which the male slaves 
sxrought from the interior are compelled to 
marry, in order that the children born of 
those unions may be sold for the Sultan's 
benefit. In fact slaves are being bought in 
Morocco in much the same fashion as here- 
tofore Europe cannot tolerate so yross a 
violation of its decisions, and all the sign- 
atory powers seem virtually in accord as to 
tho necessity of the expedition. Although 
the Sultan is fond of boasting that Morocco 
is stronger than Europe, he knows 
well enough that barbarism must always 
and everywhere give place in the long run 
to civilization. Should the contemplated 
expedition be ordered France will take 
advantage of the opportunity of settling 
the issues relating to Touat with Muley 
Hassan. At present the Sultan occupies 
the Touat territory illegally. It ison the 
direct route of the slaye caravans. France 
has now an excellent pretext afforded her 
for settling the frontier question, and we 
may be sure she will make the most of it.

SENATOR PLUMB DEAD. 

The Well-Koown Kansas Senator Dies 
Suddenly of Apoplexy in Washington 
—A Victim of Overwork. 

Wasuixeton, Dec. 21.—‘'Oh, my God, 
my head! my head! my head!” said Senator 
Preston B. Plumb, who as a representative 
of the State of Kansas in the United States 
Senate continuously since 1876, has oc- 
cupied a Promaaak place in the councils of 
the Republican party. It was 6.45 this 
morning when he uttered this exclamation. 
A little more than five hours later the 
broad-framed, powerful looking Kansas 
Senotor was stretched out dead in his 
modest apartments on I4th-street. Death 
came from apoplexy, the result of exhaus- 
tion of the brain, lt was a clear case of 
overwork, He attended a dinner Saturday 
night. The Senator was known for years. 

Yews of her husband’s death had been 
telegraphed Mrs, Plumb, who is at Em- 
or ia, kare Just after the undertaker 
1ad embalmed the body a telegram was re- 
ceived from one of the friends of the family 
at Emporia, directing that the remains be 
not embalmed, as last summer Senator 
Plumb was for two or three hours ina 
state of suspended animation and to all ap- 
pearances was dead. Having that crisis in 
mind Mrs, Plumb did not wish the body to 
be embalmed tintil it was absolutely certain 
that her husband was dead, The message 
came too late, however, 


Christmas Poultry Trade, 

Orrawa, Dec, 21.—The McKinley Bill 
does not seem to have had much effect on 
the Christmas trade in poultry for the 
United States, as the usual train load for 
Boston from Smith’s Falls, Perth, Brock- 
ville, Almonte and Carleton Place passed 
over the Canada Atlantic road. The train 
consisted of 12 cars, containing over 100 
tons of poultry, valued at about $26,000. 
Prices were higher than last year and the 
supply for the United States somewhat 
smaller than usual owing co the large quan- 
tity shipped to England for the Christmas 
market and also to the fact that for the 
first time buyers were present from the 
west and British Columbia, three carloads 
being taken for Vancouver and one for 
Winnipeg, 


Fast Mails. 

New York, Dec, 21.—A postal train left 
Jersey City at 9 am. to-day via the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. This train consisted 
of three postal cars. These cars are equipped 
with new and improved appliances for 
quick distribution and assortment of mail 
matter. By means of the improved facili- 
ties put into service on this train, all fourth- 
class postal including newspapers will reach 
Chicago at 9.40 to-morrow morning, reduc- 
ing the time from this city 7 hours and 40 
minutes,

GEORGE JAYNES’ ODD OCCUPATION 


Ie Mas nm Forty Act 


Farm on Which He 
Cullivates Kattlesnakes for a Living. 


GainesvitLy¥, Mo., Deo, 22.—Probably 
the oddest occupation ever followed by man 
is that of an old Tennesseeanv, who lives 
about three ioiles north of here in the 
Ozark Mountains. It is George Jaynes, or, 


as he is known in this neighborhood, 
‘Snaky George,” Jaynes came hero from 
the mountains of Tennessee several years 
ago and followed the occupation of hunting 
for a living. He never got very much 
ahead, but managed to eke” out 
a good living for himself by the 
sale of game and skins. He brought with 
him from his old home the art of making 
snake oil and sold several pints during each 
season to the various druggists in this part 
of the state and always got a good price for 
it, a8 it was of an excellont quality. The 
rocks of the Ozark Mountains abound with 
rattlesnakes, and it was not long before 
Jaynes saw that if he went at it right he 
had a bonanza in the business. He looked 
about and found a piece of rocky Jand on 
the south side of the mountain which was 
utterly worthless as far as agriculture was 
concerned, 

He entered this land as a homestead and 
began improving it in a most peculiar way. 
Instead of clearing off the rocks he tried to 
get more there, and soon he had built a 
veritable snakes’ retreat. ‘The hillside was 
honeycombed with holes, and everything 
that a suake could desire to make life a 
Mleasure was added to the spot. While he 
1d entered 160 acres he utilized only about 
40ofthem. He built a house of stone, but 
cemented it thoroughly inside and ont, for 
while he made a living off of snakes he did 
no care to haye too close companionship 
with them. Having arranged his farm to 
his satisfaction he set about getting inhabi- 
tants for the place. In this he experienced 
little trouble, for the hills abounded with 
the reptiles, and he knew how to catch and 
handle them without danger. His daily 
excursions were taken with the view of 
bringing homea new resident for his farm, 
and his live stock increased with wonderful 
speed. 

About four years ago he completed his 
work of stocking his place, and now he is 
reaping the benefit of his acumen. Snakes 
are everywhere on the place and on a warm 
day the sight on the hill back of the house 
would give a drinking man the impression 
that ‘‘he had ’em again.” Rattlesnakes of 
all sizes and Soni cars are seen lying 
around in profusion or crawling over the 
pocks, squirming and twisting in heaps, 
while the deadly whirr of the rattles makes 
music which strikes terror to the heart of 
one unaccustomed to the situation. Above 
all is that terribly nauseating odor which 
fills the whole air and drives away any one 
not accustomed to such an offensive scent. 

“Snaky George” estimates that there are 
10,000 full grown rattlesnakes on the place, 
and says that he killsan average of 2000 
every season. He only kills them during 
the months of September and Octuber, for 
then they are the fattest and are full of oil. 
They are getting ready to go into winter 
quarters and are in prime condition, His 
method of catching them is simple. He has 
fed them in a certain cleared spot ever since 
they have been on the place and they now 
come there rogulurly. When he wants 
to begin work he stands onan elevated 
rock near the place and with a slip noose of 
wire catches as many as he can use and 
kills them. He then takes the bodies to 
his house, where he throws them intoa 
caldron and renders out the oil. This he 
packs in beary. bottles and ships it to 
various wholesale druggists oyer the coun- 
try, itbeing used in the reparations of 
various liniments. One good sized rattler 
will make a pint of oil, and this brings August 26th. 
$1.50 a pint, or nets Jaynas about $1 after

DR. STAFFORD DEAD. 


The Well-Known Methodist Divine Passes 
Away At Hawilton, the Result of 
Head and Nervous Symptoms, 

Hammon, Dec. 22.—Rey. Dr. FE. A. 
Stafford, pastor of the Centennary Church, 
died yesterday at 3 o'clock. He has 
been ill for about four weeks and a num- 
ber of doctors have been in attendance, but 
were unable to ascertain the exact nature 
of his complaint. Recently he was granted 
leave of absence and was to have gone away 
in search of complete rest, but has been too 
weak to move. 


Though it was known that he was very | 


ill it was not CO ao that a fatal termina- 
tion was at hand, and the announcement of 
his death will be a horrible shock. 

Dr. Rosebrugh, one of the doctors in 
attendance, says that Rev. Dr. Stafford 
died suddenly, and that death resulted from 
head and neryous symptoms of an obscure 
character, 

The deceased was one of the most. striking per- 
sonalities in Canadian Methodism, Ho was a man 
of indomitable energy and force of character, 
With few early advantages, he has made his way 
tothe front by his own unaided efforts. Dr. 
Stafford was a Canadian, having been born iu 
the township of Southwold, near St.. Thomas, 
Ont. Whenua mere boy he began the work of a 
publis school teacher, and at 20 years of Age he 

c\ne a probationer for the ministry of the 
Methodist church, in which he was continually 
engaged for 31 years. His most important ap- 
Fomntnients were the Dominion-square Church, 
Montreal; the Dominion Church, Ottawa; Grace 
Church, Wiuvipeg; Metropolitan Church, To- 
ronto, and Sherbourne-street Church, Toronto 
He bad the good fortune to make many friends 
on all his circuits. Dr, Stafford has had bis

ANOTHER M. P. IN TROUBLE. 


G. W. Hastings, Liberal Unionist, Charged 
With Embezzlement, 


Lonpon, Dec. 22.—A profound sensation 
has been caused by the arrest on a criminal 
charge of G. W. Hastings, Liberal Unionist 
M.P. for East Worcestershire. Mr. Hast- 
ings, who is about 65 years of age, has 
stood high both in Parliament and in 
Worcestershire, where he has been yice 
chairman of the Quarter Sessions and chair- 
man of the Worcestershire School Board. 

Like Captain Verney, he has figur- 
ed as a reformer, and has _ been 
secretary of the National Reforma- 
tory Union and __ secretar of the 
Law Amendment Society. He has also 
been a conspicuous figure in social science 
congresses. He is a barrister by profession 
and also a magistrate in Worcestershire. 
In politics he was a Liberal up to the time 
of the Liberal-Union against Irish home 
rule. He has been supposed to be wealthy. 
The charge on which he will arrainged at 
Bow-street to-morrow is that of having 
embezzled £20,000 from an estate of which 
he is a trustee. 

He has been sojourning recently on the 
Continent, and the police were waiting for 
him on Saturday on his arrival at folke- 
stone. He did not appear surprised when 
taken in custody, and accompanied the 
police quietly to London. Interesting de- 
yelopments are expected, should Mr. Hast- 
ings decide to face an examination. ‘I'he 
Unionists are vexed by this blow, following 
so closely upon the assurance that De 
Cobain will have to be expelled from Par- 
liament. No action will be taken in the 
case of Hastings until the charge is dis- 
posed of, Should Hastings eventually be 
expelled the Liberals would stand ao fair 
chance of carrying the constituency.

STARVING RUSSIANS. 


COUNT TOLSTOI! TAKES ACTIVE MEA 
SURES FOR THEIR RELIEF. 


Help from the Orar's Family—The Bood 
lera Got Their Work in and Steal from 
the Famishing—People Kuouted to 
Death for the Most Trifling Crimes 


Moscow, Deo. 23.—Corruption is so in- 
grained in all classes of society that the 
Grand Duke Sergins, a brother of the Czar, 
js making himself intensely unpopular by 
his efforts to suppress fraudulent practices. 
Ata recent meeting of wealthy merchants 
the Grand Duke was roundly hissed, The 
latest scandal is the misappropriation of 
$12,500 sent to the Orla branch of the Red 
Cross Society, of which the Czarina is chief 

troness, for relief purposes among the 
faminé-striclén people. 

Str. Perersnora, Dec. 23,—The Czar has 
sent Col. Wendrich to Rostoff, invested 
with absolute powers to so organize railway 
traffic as to effect a distribution of corn. 
The Czarowitz has just donated 50,000 
roubles to the famine fund, while the Grand 
Dukes George, Alexander and Sergius have 
each contributed 40,000 roubles, Money 
for relief purposes is also flowing in freely 
from other sources, 

Count Tolstoi, who has just returned 
from thé famine-stricken districts, was in- 
terviewed to-day on the present state of 
affairs among the distressed people. He 
announced that his co-worker, M. Koyeff- 
sky, recently died of influenza, Count 
Tolstoi declared that if the Government 
would promote village industries, sufficient 
work could be found to avert actual star- 
vation, ‘Che ordinary authorities should 
establish public feeding places. He 
himself had started 30 such places, which 
fed 500 persons daily, at the cost of 
three shillings monthly for each person. 
Tho meals consisted of wholesome vegetable 
porridges without meat. Ignorance as to 
the situation and amount of stocks of grain, 
he said, prevents a proper organization of 
relief. The Government should ascertain 
the true state of affairs when supplies 
would be brought from America and other 
countries, The count indignantly opposed 
the Government plan of building eeaeas 
which, he said, were a curse, and would 
ruin Russia. Railways would deprive the 
peasants of the only occupation in winter, 
when, field work being impossible, by 
eoning as carriers they arn sufficient to pro- 
cure food for their horses and keep them- 

selves in condition until field work recom- 
mences. The count stated that the wealthy 
pessanti to be an example, ate mouldy 
read and then gave the same eo the work- 
men and their children, thus causing a 
terrible infant mortality.

The Steamer Abyssinian Takes Fire At Sen 


SourHAMpton, Dec. 23.—The North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamer Spree, with the passen- 
yers and crew of the steamer Abyssinia on 
oard, arrived here at late hour last night. 
Fire was discovered on the Abyssinia by 
the officers at noon on Friday. The flames 
had then peined such headway that they 
soon spread aver the whole vessel. The 
passengers first heard of the “firein the 
afternoon. ‘Three hours later she steamer 
Spree was sighted and she was asked to 
take off the Abyssinian’s passengers and 
crew. The Spree immediately sent her 
boats and all on board the Abyssinia were 
safoly transferred, with the exception of 
one seaman, who jumped overboard and was 
drowned. As there was then not theslight- 
est chance of saying the Abyssinia she was 
abandoned and the Spree proceeded on her 
voyage.

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 


China Would Offer Britain Formosa in 
Return for Protection, 

Lonpon, Dec. 24,—The Chronielé’s Tien 
Txein correspondent contributes to that 
journal a long and able letter showing the 
characteristics of the Chinese statesman 
and general, Li-Mung-Chang, wlio id vice- 
roy of the metropolitan proyinces of Pa 
Chee Lee, containing Pekin and its port. 
Tien Tisen is the chicf administrator of the 
Chinese empire, The sketch contains the 
following: The viceroy’s strength lies in 
his reticence. Heis strong because of his 
office, and stronger still by self-conceal- 
ment, The whole conrt, even the anibass- 
adors, would fear him as an cnemy, 
although he might lack all power. He is 
careful to claim that he hates foreigners, 
He merely uses them as a means to accom 
plish an end. He ‘picks their brains” und 
urges his subordinates to do the same. He 
is atrue opportunist. He is regarded us 
the leader of the revolution ‘party even, 
should occasion arise. He pretentls to have 
but little knowledge of European languages 
inorder thus to gain an advantage over 
foreign diplomats. He is supposed to be 
worth £10,000,000. He is a teetotaler, but 
has no belief in religion. 

The Chronicle’s correspondent at Shang- 
hai telegraphs; ‘‘Althongh Great Britain 
is ostensibly represented on the Yang-So- 
Kiang, the admiral has not yet appeared at 
Shanghai, He has been for several weeks 
outer in the vicinity of Vladivostock 
and, of course, there is little doubt he is 
doing so in accordance with instructions 
from the home Government. These opera- 
tions practically amount to a reconnaisance, 
and are closcly connected with the Russian 
advance on Pamir, The British admiral yis- 
ited Port Hamilton and left three ships 
there, which fact excited the Coreans, who 
were under the belief that the admiral in- 
tended to acquire Corea. Russia’s move- 
ment in Asia undoubtedly changed Great 
Britain’s intention to join the naval demon- 
stration in Chinese waters. There are 20 
American and European men-of-war here. 
They will seize and occupy Shanghai and 
Woo Sung and place officers in charge of 
the Chinese customs. It is the universal 
opinion that the crisis is only suspended and 
that the British will be exceptionally active, 
It is believed that China -is willing to cede 
Formosa in exchange for England's support 
against Russia. Formosa is rich in min- 
erals, 


VIENNA TREBLED IN SIZE. 


The Austrian Capital More Populous Than 
Chioago, 


VIENNA, Deo, 24.—The old boundaries of 
the city of Vienna were abolished at inid- 
night. The city now includes numerous 
suburbs in dimensions from 13,700 acres to 
42,000 acres, and in population from 700,000 
to more than 1,315,626 (the number of in- 
habitants of the city and suburbs a year 
ago). 

Happening conjointly with the forma: 
tion of the Dolivorsin, many necessaries of 
life will be cheapened. Duties will be 
levied on only nine articles, instead of on 
fifty-two as formerly. The consolidation is 
the cause of great popular rejoicing. 


ANOTHER BRUTAL CRIME, 


Tullamore Excited Over the Murder of a 
Little Girl, 


Dustry, Dec. 24.—Great excitement pre- 
vailsat Tullamore, the capital of King’s 
County and 50 miles from here, over the 
outrage and murder of a little girl of seven, 
the case, in every respect, being similar to 
the crime committed at Brighton last week. 

The similarity leads to the belief that 
these and other like crimes are the work of 
the same man. 

A mysterious tramp, calling himself 
Campbell, has been arrested, blood being 
found on his clothing. The impression is 
growing at Brighton that Woods, the rail- 
way porter who was arrested for the first 
deed, is innocent. 


An Army Surgeon in Disgrace, 

Lonpvon, Dec, 24.—Samuel Gambla White, 
a rotired army surgeon, has been arrested 
for an assault upon Miss Maude Ridley in a 
house in Pall Mall. On being arraigned at 
the Marlborough-strect Police Court to-day 
he said that he met the young lady and 
took her to his sister’s, but dit not think 
that he had done her any arm. He talked 
so irrationally that a solicitor who was 
present and had come to prefer a similar 
charge against him abandoned his intense 
tions, being convinced that the prisoner 
was o lunacic, and so stated to the court. 
The sitting magistrate held the prisoner 
for trial without bail. 


Ao English Hanging 


Dunnam, Dec. 24.—John William 
son was hanged yesterday in the jail here, 
he haying pleaded guilty. He died with 
perfect composure, Johnson, it will bo re- 
membered, had lived for several yeara asa 
lodger with Mrs, Margaret Addison, a re- 
spectable widow, with whom he seems to 
haye fallen in love. On learning that she 
was about to be married and had left the 
house for that purpose, he, on Oct. 31, fol- 
lowed her, and meeting her on the publio 
highway, shot her dead with a revolver.

CRAWLED OUT OF THE GRAVE. 


A Count in Fine Oniform, Who Was Left 
for Dead. 


Bostox, Mass., Dec, 24.—Count Frau 
Schowoloff, a lieutenant in the Russian 
Navy, is stranded in this city. The story 
of his trouble isa romantic one. He was 
attached to the frigate Sebastopol and while 
engaged in exercising the crew whes the 
ship was off the Grand Banks he fell from 
the main topsail yard arm,a distance of 
some 65 feet, to the deck, and was taken 
into the cock pit in an unconscious condi- 
tion. 

The vessel steamed for Halifax, where 
the injured man was conveyed to the hos- 
pital in that city. There the attending 
physician claimed that he could not live 
over 48 hours. Money was left with the 
hospital authorities to bury him, together 
with papers for three years peck psy 

Contrary to expectations the Count re- 
covered and after 14 days was discharged, 
He started to find a legal representative of 
his country who could furnish him with 
money for certificates with which to return 
home. He visited all the important Cana- 
dian cities, but found no Russian represen- 
tative at any of them. 

He then started for Boston. OC. E. 
Wynn, the Russian vice-consul, was ob- 
liged to send the papers to the Russian 
minister ot Washington before any ied: 
vance could be made. At present the Count 
is an object of charity. 

Two philanthropic police lieutenants se- 
cured accommodations for him at the Sher- 
man House, Whon Count Frau Schowoloff 
arrived in Boston he wandered about the 
city hungry and without money, but cloth- 
ed in all the splendor of a lieutenant of the 
Russian navy. Hoe wore a helmet hat of 
glittering beauty and high-legged boots, 
while his uniform was a perfect military 
fashion plate. He was hooted at by street 
gamins until in his desperation he rushed 
into a second-hand clothing establishment 
and exchanged his regalia, which included 
a $10 jeweled dagger, for a cheap, ill-fitting 
suit. 

The Count is entitled to nearly $1000, 
which he will obtain as soon as the neces: 
sary formalities are gone through with, He 
belongs in St. Petersburg, to which city he 
will return as soon as his funds reach him. 
He expects on his arrival in his native city 
to be examined for a commander's position,

From tho first the police were convinced 
that the assassin must have had accomplices 
andthat ho must have been well acquainted 
with the habits of the Baron and of his 
mother, The police, certain facts 
which camo into thoir at that 
time, believe that both the Ollivier murder,

Baroness Dollard are the work of an organ- 
ized band of assassins, more numerous and 


| nioré oXtensive in their organization than 


| first supposed,and that Lieutenant Anastuy, 


the man arrested yesterday, who is a dis- 
sipated man and is known to be overloaded 
with debt and who bears a very bad repu- 
tation, was possibly the chief of this gang of 
assassins, 

The prisoner, who was arrested in the 
cafe, insists that he is innocent of the crime 
charged against him. 

The murdered woman was the daughter 
of General Baron Boulart, who was in 
charge of the artillery of the Old Guard of 
Napoleon I. Baron Boulart served with 
distinction in most of the campaigns of the 
First Empire. 


THE STORY OF THE MURDERS, 


The circumstances under which the double 
crime was committed wero sensational. At 
5 o'clock on the afternoon of Dec. 4, the 
Baronness Dellard,the aged widow of an ex- 
officer in the French’ army, was seated in her 
salon, on the first floor of a house at’ No, 42 
Boulevard du Temple. Her servant, Mme. 
Albertine Haurle, had just gone out todo 
some marketing, and the son of the 
widow, who shared the apartment with 
his mother, was absent. Hardly had the 
servant left to house whon a man, 
who had been watching the building from 
the opposite side of the Boulevard, rushed up 
stairs and knocked at the door of a Mme. 
Hoffman, who occupied the apartment 
above Baronness Dollai d's. 

‘Is this Mme. Dellard’s?” said be. 

“She lives down stairs,” was the reply. 

A minute later the same man, who was of 
medium height and gaunt appearance, pulled 
the bell on the floor Solow. The widow open- 
ed the door, The visitor clutched ber by the 
throat, dragged her through the ball into the 
adjoining bedroom of M. Dellard, forced her 
onto a bed and plunged a kuife into her 
throat, 


The murderer left his victim lyin 
a pool of blood and made for her 
Where be burst open a wardrobe 
the widow kept her jewels. Marguerite 
Haurlo came in while he was busy 
at bis burglary, and hearing pT noises 
screamed, ‘Madame! Madame!” ‘The mur- 
derer turned on ber, upset the lamp sho held 
in her band and tried to cut ber throat as he 
had her mistress’. Ho partly succeeded, But 
the servant was more fortunate than Baron- 
ness Dellard,for she did not dio of her wounds, 
and bad strength enough to crawl to the 
window and shout for help. Meanwhile the

KING AND SUBJECT. 


Belgian Workingmen Entertained at a 
Feast by Their King and Queen, 


Brussets, Deco. 26.—An unusual fete 
took place here yesterday in Laeken at 
the Royal Palace, where King Leopold gave 
a lunch to the workingmen who had Baer 
engaged in the reconstriction of the famous 
chateau, which was partially burned on Jan. 
1, 1890, Some 600 guests sat down in the 
hothouse of the palace to cold meats, fruits 
and beer. 

The King, Queen and Princess Clementine 
made the round of the tables, accompanied 
by maids of honor, General Van Rode, aide- 
de-canip to the King, and the officers of the 
military household. 

At 4 o'clock the royal party proceeded 
to the Winter Garden, fed the workmen 
marched past, headed by a score wearing 
decorations. The King spoke to each man 
who wore working clothes. During the 
proceedings the band of the Belgian Guides 
played. 

The workmen were allowed to. spend an 
hour in the garden and conservatories, and 
were then invited to fepair tothe Orangery, 
where, in the presence of their Majesties, 
each man was given a bottle of Bordeaux 
wine, a box py cigars and a sum of 
money, ranging from five to twenty francs, 
according to merit and time of seryice, At 
dusk the Wimter Garden, conservatories 
and gardens of the palace were lit with 
electricity for the first time and presented 
a fairy scene, 

THE FAMOUS ROYAL CHATEAU. 

Lacken, spoken of jn the above despatch, 
isa suburb of Brussels, and contains about 

enty- threo thousand inhabitants, It isthe 
summer residence of the King of the Bel- 
gians, Lackon is connected with the city by 
two tramway lines, which unite farther oub 
on tho Laeken road and lead to tho now 
Church of St. Mary, designed by Poolaort, 
where repose the remains of Leopold I. and 
Queen Louise. 

In tho vicinity is the Montagne du Ton- 
nerre, an eminence crowned with the monu- 
ment of Leopold, soiewbatin the style of 
the Albert Memorial in London, ‘Vo the 
southeust of the mionument, on the right of 
and visible from the road to it, rises the 
royal chateau. Tho chateau was erected by 
the Archduke Albert of Saxe-Teschen when 
“Se Stadtholder of the Netherlands in 
1782-8 

In 1802 Napoleon L. bought the palace and 
when part of the Low Countries, to which 
Belgium had belonged, was absorbed by 
France, the chateau was used by the Em 
press Josephine. It was bere that the great 
Napoleon signed that fatal declaration of 
war against Rusala 

In 1515 the chateau became the property 
of the Crown Leopold I. died in the palace 
ou Decomber 16, 1865.

States is politically corrup’, yet Its evil do. 
ers are often brought to justice with a short 
turn that is commendable. D. E. Soper, 
Secretary of ths State of Michigan, resign- 
ed on a charge that he demanded $500 from 
his deputy as compeneation for his appolnt- 
ment, Such proceeding against the Ontarlo 
Government would ecandalize the moat 
righteous Premier and his aesociates. Their 
ain is not so large in bulk, but multiplied 
as they demanded and received from each 
of the officeholders under the Government 
$100 for a boodle fund to carry the elections 
in Jone 1890. 

In 1888, au agent of the Ontario Govern- 
ment went through the length and breadth 
of Ontario, demanding and In almost every 
instance compelling Government officials 
to contribute $100 each, to a boodle fund. 
In thia city the sum of $800 was raleed for 
that purpose, the payment being spread 
over three years. As it happened, the 
elections came on before the last instalment 
wae paid, when it was found necessary to 
dig deep into the pockets of dependent ofli- 
cials, that the party of purity should be 
sustained. Preston issued the following 
letter to the unwilling contributors :

THE CUNSTITUTIONAL QUESTION. 


The constitutlonality of Licut.-Governor 
Angers’ action in dissolving the Legislature 
ata time when it will be impossible to hold 
@ session within twelye months of the last 
sifting, having been denied by the Mercler- 
ites, the question was submitted to Dr. 
Bourinot, our highest constitutional 
authority, whose onrwer was as follows : 

* My consideration of the important and novel 
questions involved in the dissolution of the 
Quebec Legislature leads me to the conolusion 
that the crown, as repreeonted by the Lieuten. 
ant Governor, has» right to exercive its consti- 
tational prerogative of dissolution at apy mo, 
ment noder the law of the constitution, Tne 85th 
and 86.h sections of the BN a. Act, when 
read t gether, as they clearly must be, provide 
for & meetiog of the Legislature every year with- 
in the term of five yeara that the Quebeo As- 
sembly may last, subjoct to be dissolved by the 
Licutsnant Governor of the provin » any time 
within a year, Even were wo to take the 86th 
téision by itself, which I do not think should 
be dore, the prercgative right of the crows to 
ais olve would, nevertheless, still exist. The 
right of dissolving at any moment whon it is be 
lisved the public interesta domand it cannot by 
taken away, any more than any other preroga 
tive by implication, but only by exprocs tsrmas,

Sr. PererspurG, Dec, 26,—It was report- 
edsome time since that the Government 
intended to employ thousands of the inhabit- 
ants of the famine-stricken provinces in the 
work of constructing the Trans-Siberian 
railway, which is to connect Vladivostock, 
the Russian port on the Pacific, with Eu- 
ropean Russia. At present an cnormous 
number of conyicts are employed on the 
work. Despite the guards who are ae 
over these convicts they seem to be able to 
escape the vigilance of thelr keepers and to 
work theie will upon the unoffending in- 
habitants of the country through which the 
line will pass. Murders, mutilations, out- 
rages upon defenceless women and robberies 
are some of the crimes placed to the credit 
of these undesirable railroad laborers, So 
frequent have become the complaints against 
these men that it seems now as though the 
Goyernment would be compelled to abandon 
the use of convicts in building the road, 


London's Recorder Dead, 


Lonpon, Dec, 26.—Sir Thomas Chambers, 
Q.C., Recorder of the City of London, died 
yesterday. 

Sir Thomas{Chambers, Q.C., was born at 
Hertford in 1814, was educated at Cam- 
bridge, and was called to the bar in 1840. 
He represented the borough of Hertford in 
the House of Commons up to 1857, in which 
year he became Common Sergeant of the 
City of London, 

In 1865 he was elected one of the members 
for Marylebone, which borough he continued 
to represent in the Liberal interest until 
1883. He was knighted for bis judicial ser- 
vices in 1872, and elected Recorder of Lon- 
don in 1878 in the place of Mr. Russell Gur- 
ney, resigned. 

The Recorder of the City of London bas a 
salary of £3500. He presents the Lord 
Mayor-elect to the Lord Chancellor and to 
the Lord Chlef Justice, is principal adviser 
of the Lord Mayor and attends bim on all 
occasions of State ceremony. He tries cases 
in the Mayor's Court, is one of the judges in 
the Central Criminal Court and is Chairman 
of Quarter Sessions for the city.

All that remains to-day to toll the story 
of the frightful disaster is the tin roof of 
the Wagner sleeping car Gibraltar, The 
other wreckage has been removed. 

Gossip Caused the Wreck, 

The man who is to blame for this whole 
sale slaughter is universally believed to. be 
Albert Herrick, a brakeman of the Niagara 
oxpress. When this train was halted last 
night at Willow Point Herrick was sont 
back with a red light to flag the St. Louis 
express, which was following immediately 
after the Niagara express. Instead of goin, 
back at once to perform this duty Horrick 
stopped at the flagman’s shanty to gossip 
with the flagman. Ho thought he had 
plenty of time, The express proved to be 
much closer to” his train than he thought 
and when hé discovered his fatal niintake 
it was too late to avert the disaster, . The 
crash came and Herrick, utterly demoral- 
ized and appalled at the awful consequences 
of his carelessness, dropped his lantern and 
turned and fled into the darkness. He is 
being diligently sought. The Niagara 
oxpress left the Grand Central depot at 7.30 
o'clock The St. wis fast 
express followed thirty minutes later. 
The Niagara express pulled up 
at Willow Point, which is sixteen 
miles this side of Sing Sing. The reason 
for this stoppage does not seem to be clear. 
The engineer of the Niagara train has not 
yet made a statement. When the St. Louis 
express came along and crashed into the 
sleeping car Gibraltar, which was in the 
rear of the Niagara express, the engine was 
completely lost in the interior of the 
sleeper, The heavy wood and iron work of 
the Gibraltar was redaced to splinters, 
There were 18 passengers in the Gibraltar 
and all but three of them were killed or in+ 


ast night. 


jured. 
The hiss of the escaping of 
ateam and the cries and groans of 


the wounded and dying passengers could 
be heard a long distance, Their appeala 
were heartrending. In a moment the Gib- 
raltar took fire. The hands of both trains 
quickly reooyered from the momentary 
shock and rushed to tho aid of the im- 
prisoned people. The passengera from both 
trains followed suit, and soon a score of 
persons had organized themselves into o 
reliof arty. One after another the 
onal! and dying were taken out* 
Bore a Charmed Life, 


Engineer Donohue was in the cab of the 
St. Louis express, It was Engineer Dono- 
hue who crashed into the rear of the Cro- 
ton local at Tarrytown three weeks ago. 
He was then running the St. Louis express. 
Ho says his train was running very fast at 
Hastings. There is a curve in the road 
there but no switches or side tracks to 
four. He did not see the red lights on the 
rear of the Gibraltar until too late, Then 
he blew his whistle, reversed his engine 
and jammed down his brakes jn an instant, 
but he could not avoid the collision. He 
remained at his post, and strange to relate 
was not hurt, neither was his fireman. 
Donohue must have ridden through the 
Gibraltar in the cab of his engine, forhedid 
not jump. Later, when the track was 
cleared, he took a new engine and carried 
his train on to its destination. 

The Baldwin party in the Gibraltar con- 
sisted of Mrs. Homer R. Baldwin, her 
mother and sister, and Mr, T. W. Powley, 
the publisher, Mrs. Baldwin and Mr, 
Powley were instantly killed. 

The inquest will be held on Wednesday 
next. This morning Undertaker Vander- 
bilt, in preparing the remains of Mr, Pow- 
ley, one of the dead, for burial, discovered 
that the body had been robbed. All of his 
jewelry, money and his wallet are missing. 


The Twelfth Victim. 

Yonkers, N.Y., Dec. 26.—Miss Lillian 
Baldwin died at St. John’s Riverside Hos- 
pital from her injuries, This makes the 
twelfth victim of the Christmas Eve disaster 
on the Central road at Hastings.

Olof was nearly twolve years old—and l 
must tell you that they reckon tho ago of 
a child by putting a bono into a bag on the 
day of ita birth, and when the same season 
comes around, adding another, and #0 on, 
tho family begs being regarded on sacrod— 
when a strange thing occurred, A porty 
of human beings, who wero really ship 
wrocked Icolanders, made tholr appearanco 
ov the coast, worn, starving, and all bub 
frozyn. How they over managed to reach 
the shore they could nob say themsolves, 
but It wes by the desperation of starvation 
that they had accomplished lt. The native 
assombled gazod not with animosity bub 
simply with fear upon those strangers 
Who could they bo—creaturos tall and dif- 
forontly drossed from themselves, yob with 
something evidently haoman about them? 
Whonce had they come ? 

It was at lant decided that they were 
from tho epiritland. However, they mado 
signe begging for food and shelter, and the 
natives did thelr beat In this respect for 
them, but allthe tlne qaaking with fear. 
Certainly Ovlambus and his party could 
not more completely have dismayed. the 
first natives they encountered when they 
landed in America, and Olof tells how, in 
spite of tho Intenso interest and farc!nation 
they aroused, it was a long time before 
they could be reconciled to the idea that 
thelr guests were human. Bub the gontle- 
ness natural to the lcelander, won upon 
them, as, from making signs, they gradu 
ally learned something of each other's lan 
guage, Tho strangers taught them differ- 
ent things, proved helpful in mapy ways, 
and after staying a yoarin the village, pers 
suaded some of the men to try the journey 
with them to thelr own country. The 
peril of such on undertaking the Icelanders 
well knew, but their longing for home was 
intense, and they felt sure, if the end could 
be reached, that the kindly Esquimaux who 
had shown them so much hospitality and 
kindness, would be deoldedly benefitted by 
life in Iceland. 

The first question of importance was to 
construct suitable sledges, or at least some 
thing that would be strong enough to carry 
them over the terrible places on the frozen 
desert they knew they musb encounter. 
Remember that nelther wood nor iron was 
known to them and the sledges had to be 
constructed of fish bones, skins and tusks : 
bub abt last something was accomplished, 
and a party of some fifteen to twenty Ee- 
quimaox decided to accompany their stran- 
ger {riends.

I have nob space to tell more of that 
journey than that that it was full of dan- 
ger, and the horror more than onco lest 
they were completely loat. Olof soys that 
she looks back upon the twd months which 
the journey cecupfed aga sort of nightmare, 
and then came bewlildermeént, confusion, 
actual fright, for the East Greenlanders. 
Imagine if you had never In your life seen 
a building or a street, a staircase, a bed, a 
pitcher of water, any garment but those 
made of fur, what would your feelings be 
on suddenly finding yourself In a town 
with regular dwellings, stores, horaes, and 
cars, to say nothing of the multitude of 
sma)] objects in daily use cn sale and Ip 
public viow. 

The result of all these novelties sprang 
suddenly upon the girl's vision, taxing her 
mind, entirely unused to making avy men- 
tol effort, was that, as she says now, her 
brain nearly gave way, and when I say to 
her, *‘How did the first sight of growing 
grass, of a stono house, of this, that, and 
the other impress you?” her answer was 
thav it was bewilderment and confusion, 
until at last the poor child’s senses began 
to take in that she was really not in a new 
world, as she was sometimes almoat tempt- 
ed to believe, but in a different country 
from her own, And then came the Intente 
desire to learn, which has been tho secret 
of her success, while the fact of the disclp- 
line {n her childhood served her in’ good 
stead, Sho wasat a missionary school and 
ab once attracted the special care of her 
teachers by her anxiety to ifmprove every 
opportunity. But meanwhile oné misery 
pervaded everything. She had never in 
her I{fe eaten from a dish or of any sab 
stance but raw meat, and consider how 
much suffering the change enforced. (In- 
deed to this day Miss Krarer finda it difli- 
cult to digest our food.) In Iceland, daor- 
the three years che spent there, Olof learn- 
ed the language, became a Christian, ac- 
quired all the clvilized habits of the people 
and became so intensely interested in her 
her new home, that her present alm 1s to 
go back some day and help them to a freer 
way of living, for, hampered as they now 
aro, by the government, many of those 
capable of making a fortune do not realize 
that they can startb out in a business way 
for themsolyes, and aro consequently in 
pov orty.

placed, the result being that she revived, 
This ts elght yoars ago, but ehe has told 
mo that to this day she suffers greatly from 
the heat of our climate.

FATAL THEATRE FIRE. 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN TRAMPLED 
TO DEATH. 


—_——> = 


A Sonsoless Ory of Fire In n Gatoshend 
England, Theatre, Followed by a Mad 
Rush for the Doors—Ten Modieos Found 
on a Single Staircase, 

Newoastie, Eng., Deo. 28.—'The Royal 
Theatre in Gateshead Saturday was the 
scene of a fearful panic, in which at leant 
ten persons, including nine children wore 
killed outright and many injured. The 
sight of the alight blaze caused by a man in 
the audience dropping ao lighted match in 
the sawdust-covered floor caused someone 
to start a ory of ‘fire’ anda terrible panic 
at once ensued, 

There was immediately «a wild rush for the 
doors, which,owing to the savage crush and 
struggle, quickly became so Nooked that 
only a few succeeded in getting out. 


Slaughtored in the Stairway. 

There was an especially violent rush for 
the staircase leading from the gallery. The 
passage going across to this staircase be. 
came blocked almost at once with persons 
who were striving their utmost to escape, 
while the ataircase itself was filled with a 
straggling mass of humanity. 

The janitor had rushed to open the door 
at the foot of the stairs, The solid crowd 
fell on him like an immense Krupp hammer, 
crushing the life out of his body, which was 
flattened to the door. Down with him went 
eight or 10 at the head of tho mass, and 
thoy too had the life stamped out of them. 
Behind, tho shricks and loud oaths, with 
appeals for mercy and execrations against 
the Creator, madea hell; in fact at the foot 
of the stairs was the rampart of dying and 
dead over which the escaping multitude had 
to climb. 

A check-taker was killed in the midst of 
his heroic efforts to’ saye other lives, In 
trying to restrain the crowd he was thrown 
to the floor and crushed to death beneath 
the feet of the panic-stricken people. 


Tho Fire a Small Affair 

When the panic had subsided so that an 
examination of the premises could be made, 
the bodies of nine children, whose lives had 
been literally crushed out, were found lying 
on the staircase or near a door leading to it. 

Aconstable who came to assist in the 
work of rescue, on dragging out a 
boy who was wedged among the struggling 

ple discovered the lad was his own son. 

"he boy although living when rescued was 

terribly injured and died while on the way 
to his home. 

The fire itself, which had given occasion 
to the terror, was but a slight affair, and 
was easily extinguished with two buckets 
of water. Itwas sufficient, however, tomake 
some smoke, which hung about the ceilings 
and the sight of the smoke had much to 
do with perpetnating the panic. 

The Play Was ‘Ainddin,” or the Won- 
derful Lamp, 

The performance which was so terribly 
interrupted was the second one of Saturday, 
the attraction being the pantomime 
**Alnddin.”’ The theatre was literall 
crammed with people. At 10.30 o’cloc 
the shout of ‘‘fire”’ created a fearful scene. 
The whole audience rose to their feet en 
masse and there was dire confusion, in the 
midst of which were heard the shrieks of 
women, many of whom fainted. 

The lessee of the house stepped on to 
the stage and shouted to the audience, be- 
sheeching them to remain seated and sol- 
analy assuring them there was no real dan- 

er if they would do so at this juncture, 

fany other men present also showed 
that they retained presence of mind by 
forcibly striving to restrain the mad rush of 
the crowd for the doors, but their efforts 
proved of no avail. The occupants of the 
pit, and indeed spectators whose seats were 
in the better parts of the house, finally 
succeeded in escaping safely to the streets. 

The Bend in the Gallery Stair, 

It was a sudden bend in the gal- 
lery staircase which caused the fearful 
jam in the exit. People who had fallen and 
were lying in heaps here, screaming and 
groening, were trampled upon. At last so 
many of the struggling people had fallen 
that all passage for the oxit was eflectually 
blocked by a mass of wmthing human 
beings, and those still remaining on their 
feet were forced to seek other means of 
escape, 

Many Doeds of Herolsm, 

The occasion was made doubly memorable 
by several acts of heroism. One man who 
had occupied a gallery seat jumped from the 
gallery railing to the balsa below 
and slid thence to the stage, 
all the time holding to a_ child 
by his teeth. Other men rescued several 
women by similar means, meanwhile the 
fire was easil uenched, The police 
sought sbedical ai and assisted in “extract- 
ing the victims from the staircase. 

One child after calling out piteously, 
‘Save me,” ‘Save me,” died before it Cold 
be reached. 

The corpses were laid in an adjoining 
building and the injured were taken to 
hospitals and other institutions, 


The Audience Numbered 1200 

The newsof the catastrophespread rapidly 
and soon thousands of frantic people were 
rushing to the scene of the disaster to 
ascertain the fate of relatives or friends, 

Within a few hours all of the dead were 
identified. All were between the age of 13 
and 16. The audience numbered 1200 
persons, 

The gc | members escaped in their 
costumes, and when they returned they 
found that their dressing rooms had been 
robbed of their ordinary clothing. 

The leasee of the theatre announcos that 
he will give the proceeds of the performance 
to bereaved and will close the theatre 
pending an enquiry. 

An Unhooded Warning 

The statement is made that during the 
performance two youths, seated in the bal- 
cony, insisted on smoking. ‘Thoy were 
warned to desist several times; they finally 
desisted, buv re-lit their pipes soon after- 
wards The ot their pipes 
was seen issuing from balcony and a woman 
becoming frightened at the sight screamed 
‘fire, A man setting near her immediately 
gagged with his hand but the 
mischief done. Tho gallery was 
occupied by 500 spectators, most 
ly boys The check taken Forster 
rushed to open the door, which had been 
fastoned Che struggle which ensued was 
awful Mon thrust aside the weakor lads, 
who were trampled to death. Iwo men 
ere badly injured by jumping from a win 
dow

WEALTHY HAMILTONIAN BURNED TO 


DEATH. 


Mr. J. McCulloch EK aveloped in Flames 
While Attendisg te 
Wife Also Badly Uarned—Tragio Ter- 


His Furnace -His 


mination of a Honeymoon 


Hasutton, Deo, 28 --No event. of late 
has caused such general and profound sor- 
row in Hamilton as the sudden and terrible 
death of James D. McCullough, It was 
just a month ago, on Noy. 26, that Mr. Mo- 
Cullough was marriod to Miss Annie Cook, 
daughter of Thotnas Cook, 72 Main-street 
west. He took his bride to New York on 
a wedding Lour, and, returning two. weeks 
ago, busied himself in. preparing the fine 
house at the southwest corner of Robinson 
and MoNab-streets for their residence. A 
week ago they moved into it and had got 
nicely settled, 

Between 1 and 2 yesterday morning Mr. 
MoCullough rose to look after the furnace, 
as the house seemed to be getting cold. He 
slipped on his trousersand taking a hand 
lamp went down into the cellar. 

How the accident occurred which caused 
his death before the light of this day dawn- 
ed can only be surmised. He had gone 
only a few minutes when Mrs. McCullough 
was startled by ‘‘strange noises” from 
below. ‘I did not think they came from 
Jim,” she said afterwards, but they 
so_—_ startled her that she ran 
downstairs in her night robe. Thick 
sinoke Was potiring up from the open cellar- 
door, and the piteous inarticulate sounds 
that had at first startled her now became 
more like a human voice. Wild with terror, 
Mrs. McCullough rushed through the 
blinding smoke down into the cellar. It 
was dark and filled with smoke, 
through the smoke she saw a sight which 
has been burned into her brain. Her hus- 
band lay a few feet from the furnace, 
writhing in agony and moanihg and en- 
veloped in dull, flickering flames. It was 
by the light of these flames that she saw 
him, 

An Awfal Sight, 

Even at that horrible sight Mrs. Mc- 
Cullough did not altogether lose her 
presence of mind. She rushed upstairs, 
snatched a heavy overcoat from the rack, 
and hurrying down the cellar threw it over 
her husband, and pressing it around him 
en(leavored to smother the flames. In 
doing this her own hands were terribly 
burned. But the fire had already done its 
work on poor Jin McCullough and it was 
too late to save hin). 

With heart-rending shrieks the horror- 
stricken wife rushed out of the house and 
clainored at the door of the adjoining house, 
William Farmer's. Mr. Farmer was aroused, 
and with: all speed .dres8ed himself°and 
wont into the McCullough’s. 

The only. vestige of clothing remaining on 
Mr. McCullough were the wrist bands of 
his night shirt. His body was burned all 
overanud in many places the flésh 
burned black. 

Mr. Farmer carried the body upstairs, 
where, three hours later, Mr, ) cCullough 
died. 

It is that the 


probable accident ' was 


caused by Mr. McCullough’s attempt to | 


mike the furnace burn better by throwing 
coal oil into it. He probably poured some 
oilinto the funuel, stopping the end with 
his finger, and opening the furnace door, 
threw inthe oil. The oil. was thus sud 
denly converted into burning gas, and 
flew out before Mr. MeCullough could 
shut the door, He mitist have breathed 
% good deal of the fiery Yapor, for his 
lips and nostrils were burned to a cinder. 
He was born in Humilton, his father being 
John McCallotgh, a well-known citizen. 
Mr. McCullough carried heavy lifeinsur- 
ance—altogether, it is said, more than 
$25,000. Only a few weeks ago he took 


out 4 fresh policy in the New York Life for 
$10,000.

He had been a momber of the 
Ciry Oouvoll for the past six years, during 
which time he had hiled important posl- 
tions, namely, chairman for two years of 
the Water and Gas Committee, one year 
chairman of the Market and City Property 
OCommi:tee, and the past year had been 
chairman of the Executive Committce. It 
was no asinecare to fill these positions. 
Darivg the year two important matters had 
been amicably arranged, namely, a eettle 
ment wich the Gas Company and the Ad 
ministration of Justice Account with the 
County.

Brareitz, Dec, 29.—Sir Andrew Fairbain, 
President of the Biarritz Club,who resigned 
when the club’s committee blackballed Mr. 
Gladstone, whom Sir Andrew had nominat- 
| ed as a member, to-day withdrew his resig- 
nation in response to the unanimous request 
of the members of the club. 

The action of the committee still ranks 
as the leading sensation in the South. The 
details of the affair are: After Sir And- 
rew wrote tothe committee resiging his 
office in consequence of the insult to Mr, 
Gladstone, the committee as a body called 
upon him and- asked whether a personal 
protest on his part would not suffice, in 
answer to which Sir Andrew indignantly 
said, “‘No.” The committee then said 
that while they regretted the result,matters 
must take their course.

members, asking Mir. Gladstone to accept

courteous terms, accepting the invitation.

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FURTHER CONFESSIONS. 


In a recent iasue we cited from the 
utterances of the Grit leaders conclusive 
evidence of the treason iavolved in thelr 
project of unrestricted reciprocity. 

We now cil! another witnesss—no less 
a personage in the Grit councils than Mr. 
John Oharlton, M.P., who went to Buffalo 
to instruct our neighbors as to the alms 
and objects of the Grit party in seeking 
unrestricted trade relations with the United 
States. The Globe reports him as saying : 

The attitude of the two parties in Canada 
upoa the reciprocity q:estion, Mr Charlton 
anid. could be briefly and easily defined. The 
Conservative party were io favor of the renewal 
of the old treaty of 1854 with modifications, It 
desired reciprocity 1n natural products and was 
prepared to go very Jittle beyond that point, It 
would not content toa brord, liberal measure 
that would freely admit of the exchange of the 
products of the labor of each country. The 
Liberal party, on the contrary, was pledged to 
the policy of unrestricted reciprocity, which 
contemplated the free intsrchange of all the 
products of the labor of each country with the 
other. The details of the scheme, the mode by 
which the reeu!t was to ba reached, had pur- 
posely been left to be decided upon hereafter, 
for that was necessarily a matter for mutual 
arrangement, The resuit might bs attained by 
leaving each country to tax imports from other 
countries asit pleased. It could, perhaps, be 
more eseily and effectually attained by a cus 
toms union. The latter was, no doubt, the 

more feasible and easily worked plan; perhaps, 
indeed, it would be found to be the only prac 
ticasle mode of reaching the result sought for | 
but all this was a matter for sutsequent inquiry’ 
The first thiog was for each country to arrive 
at the decition that it wanted unrestricted 
recitrccity with the other. The next thing was 
for its commissioners to meet and decide how it 
should be done, 

Mr. Chariton fs entitled to credit for t 
accuracy with which he stated the position 
of the Conservative party, which statement 
lovolves the strongest possible repudiaiion 
of the term “reatrictionists” which has been 
launched against the ruling party by thelr 
reckless opponents. His statement that a 
customs union is no doubt—he cautiously 
says ‘‘perhaps’—tho only practicable meth- 
od of working out the result, is exactly in 
accord with the opinion of Mr. Blake. Now 
as Mr. Oharlton’s friends who lead the par- 
ty have, In deference to public opinion, 
formally repudiated customs union, what 
have they to say In the premises? 


As to the certainty of annexation pointed 
out by Mr, Blake as tho result of his party's 
scheme, Mr. Charlton had this to say : 

He supposed that he would be expected to say 

something about political union, If asked whe- 
ther there was a political union party in Canada 
his answer must be, that in the strict sense of th, 
word there wea not as yet a political organiza 
tion of that k.nd, If asked whether there wa, 
& political union sentiment im Canada, he woud 
answer yes How extensive it might be he could 
not ssy. No doubt. however, it was more ex- 
tensive than might from surface indications be 
generally supposed, The majority of its friends 
would naturally be chary of open avowal. He 
had 1.9 opinion to give, but he briefly summed up 
the arguments on each side and left them to de- 
cide what they thought about the matter. He 
was there to discuss a live issue, one upon which 
the two great parties of Canada had taken their 
stand. Uoarestricted reciprocity would confer 
upon each country the bulk of the material ad- 
vantages that would follow political union, leav- 
ing each oountry to retain its political autonomy. 
Whether it would lead in the direction of political 
union he did not stop lo inquire. Both countries 
wanted the freest possible commercial relations 
Both would bs benefittea by the arrangement, 
It was a question, impossible as yet to decide, 
which would benefit most largely. As to the ul 
timate political consequences, he would not allempt 
to forecast them. The two countries would be 
wise to accept the swiftly accruing and enormous 
benefits of free trade, and let the future ectt'e 
its own questions, 

The political consequences of a commer- 
cial project too emalla matter to consider 
—snnexation ora continuance of British 
connection as nothing in the balance against 
“unrestricted reolprocity”’—such is the 
declaration of this galvanized Yankeo M. 
P., who ts honored and quoted by the Grit 
party. 

Is it not about time that loyal Canadians, 
{rrespective of party, unite to atamp onb 
the disloyal propaganda, in which reckless 
politicians, led by Laurler and Osrtwright,

RACE TROUBLE IN FLORIDA. 
A Kalilway Conductor Shot by a Negro 

1000 Men with Blooal 

for the Murde | 

Leesnura, Fla, Deo. 20. 
daylight this morning J. D. 
well-known and popular conductor on the 
Florida Central and Peninsula Railroad, 
was shot and instantly killed while on his 
train not far from here by Thomas E. Mike, 
a negro, Who keeps a barber shop in this 
place. Parramore runs on the night ex- 
press from Wildwood to Orlando, Miko 
got on the train at Leesburg and 
took a seat in the white passongers’ car. 
The conductor took up his ticket and then 
ordered him forward into the colored peo- 
ple’s car. Mike obeyed sullenly 
some insulting language as he passed out 
through the oor Passengers in the color- 
ed car say thut when Mike entered the car 
he appeared much excited about something, 
and as he took a seat, growled out with an 
oath, “I'll kill him when he comes back 
here.” He kept looking around nervously 
toward the door at which the conductor was 
expected to enter and to those nearest to 
him he began to relate what had happened. 
He had hardly begun to tell his story, how- 
ever, and had beén in the car five minutes, 
when the door suddenly opened and Parra- 
more walkedin. Whentheconductor wasabout 
five feet in front of his seat, Mike suddenly 
jumped to his feet, pulled a revolver from 
his pocket, rushed into the aisle, took a step 
toward Parramore, took deliberate aim an 
fired at him. He could not have been more 
than three feet behind his victim and his 
aim was good. The ball entered Parra- 
more’s head, just behind his right ear, and 
he fell forward in the aisle dead. Nota 
word, not even a groan, escaped his lips. 
Mike then jumped from the train and disap- 
peared in the woods. 

The train was backed up to Leesburg 
with the dead conductor, where the wildest 
excitement soon prevailed. Nearly 1000 
white men, mounted and afoot, and armed 
with rifles, have started to find the mur- 
derer. They are led by Sheriff Gallaway, 
with six bloodhounds. If the negro is 
caught, he will surely be lynched. Nearly 
as many colored men here shouldered their 
Winuchesters and are parading through the 
town. They say that they will protect 
Mike from harm if the posse brings hitn in. 
Nobody in the whole town will go to bed 
to-night. Governor Fleming has been ask- 
ed to call out the state troops, and has tele- 
graphed Leesburg Rifles to assemble at 
their armory and await orders, ‘They num- 
ber 60 men, all well drilled soldiers. 

Up to 10 o’clock to-night nothing had 
been heard of the searching party, About 
175 armed negroes have just started out to 
follow up the sheriffs posse, as there was a 
rumor that Mike had been captured. Theo 
situation is alarming. Nothing but a fail- 
ure to capture the murderer can prevent an 


ermad conflict.

IRONCLADS BUFFETED BY WAVES. 


Recent Storms Demonstrate That Steol 
Warships Can Ue Wrecked. 


Lonvon, Dec. 30,—Some idea of the power 
of waves at sea and of the weakness of 
vessels when exposed thereto, even tlie most 
rere modern ironclads, has just been 

isclosed by despatches received ac the Ad- 
miralty:in regard to an accident which has 
happened to H.M,S,. Dreadnaught, Captain 
Arthur H, Arlington, four guns, 18,820 tons, 
$210 horse power, attached to the Mediter- 
ranean squadron. 

The Dreadnaught is an iron battleship; 
she was ascend in 1875, has armor plat- 
ing of from 11 to 14 inches in thickness, 
carries four 48-ton guns, and is credited 
with a speed of 13 knoss. She has in 
addition to her armor, what was consid- 
ered to be a most powerful steel protective 
deck. 

According to the despatches just re- 
ceived, the Dreadanught, while on a) voy- 
age from Malta to Salacan, recently en- 
countered a severe storm and was badly 
damaged from the buffeting she received. 
During the heightof the gale the Dread- 
naught Hinged seyera) seas so heavy that 
they bent in her steel protective deck by 
the force of the water hurled aboard It 
was not slight bending cither, the deck 
having been bulged inward six clear inches 
by Nebtune’s pounding. 


Fifteen Haligonian Lobsters Which Suc- 
cumbed to Bad Weather. 


Lonvon, Dec, 30,—The first consignment 
of live lobsters from Halifax arrived at the 
London docks by the Historian, which took 
16 daysin making the passage, and of the 
consignment 13 lobsters dist during that 
time, 15 were lostin a hurricane which 
occurred two days before her arrival. The 
vessel was detained for two days in the 
river by the fog and the Thames water 
proved fatal to the rest of the cargo. 


Parnellite Hopes Revived. 

Dust, Dec, 30.—A meeting of the 
National League was held in this city yes- 
terday with Mr, John E. Redmond in 
the chair. The members present con- 
gratulated themselves and Mr. Redmond 
on his election to represent Waterford 
City in parliament. Mr. Redmond in open- 
ing the mecting declared that the victory 
in waterford was the beginning of a revival 
of the trust formerly placed in the Par- 
nellites, 


Two English Spies Caught, 

Paris, Dec. 29.—The two English spies 
caught at St. Etienne, in the department 
of Loire, while trying to obtain samples 
ofthe new French and Russian carbines 
for the English Goverpment contractors, 
are supposed to belong to a regular corps 
of such spies, who have been busily at work 
for years in an endeavor to place the British 
Government in possession of the valuable 
secrets Comnsoted with the army and nayy 
departments of foreign countries, 


NO SEPULCHER FOR HIM. 


Three Cemeteries Refuse to Recelye the 
Body of Murderer Sawtelle. 

Bostox, Dec. 30.—Isaac Sawtelle’s body, 
despite his expressed wish, will not be in- 
torred beside that of his brother Hiram in 
Forest Hill Cemetery. Hiram’sa widow 
objects to such interment, and the Board of 
Trustees of the cemetery denied Lawyer 
Edgerly’s request to be allowed to bury the 
body there.

SOUND DOCTRINE. 

Below wo publish a brief letter.to which 
more than ordinary interest attaches, as the 
writer was not only a well-known public 
manin his day, but his melancholy fate 
created a great sensation In Canada at the 
time of his death, some thirty two years 
ago. The letter was written to the late 

Hon, Lewis Wallbridge, Ohlef Justice of 
Manitoba, The writer was the late John 
Sheridan Hogan, member for Grey In the 
Legislative Assembly, who was foully mur 
dered in 1859 on the Don bridge, in Toron- 
to, and his body thrown Into the river, 
whence it was recovered some time after- 
wards, Onoe James Brown, a member of a 
local gang of roughs known as the ‘*Brook’s 
Bush gang,” ws, about a’year later, tried 
for the murder, and on the confession of an 
abandoned woman named Ellen McGillick, 
who professed to have witnessed the trage- 
dy, convicted and executed. Mr. Hogan 
wrote : 

LEGISLATIVE AssemBty, June 20th, 1858. 

My Dean WaAttugipor,—If your friend has 
access to Blackwood for 1849, he will fiad in the 
three articles, entitled ‘‘Oiyil Revolation in 
Oanais,” the whole question of protection dis- 
cussed, I took the ground that no nation could 
be self-reliant, or could keep the profits of its 
labor from passing into other countries for 
goods, if the manufacturer were not placed 
alongside of the producer. A nation can only 
become rich by the fruits of its industry, and if 
there be but one class, namely sgriculturi ts, 
and the products and profits of this claes 
labor all go to buy British and American manu 
factures, itis clear no real wealth can accumu- 
late in the country, This 1a, and has beea, the 
condition of Oanada. The profits of our labor 
have all gone to build up Leeds and Manchester, 
in England, and Lowell and New York, in the 
States. Wo have only our Janda and our canals 
and railroads, which have all been built by for 
eign capital, 

It is difficult to change the current of a 
people's trade and commerce, but till this is 
done io Canada, we shall not become better off,

New York, Dec. 30.—General Thomas 
Allcock died at his residence -in this city 
last evening.

SIR ADAM WILSON DEAD 


The ox-Chief Justice Departs This 
Fall of Years and Honors. 


Life 


Toronto, Doc. 30.—Saturday morning 
Hon. Adam Wilson, the recent Chief Jus- 
tice of the Queen's Bench Division and 
president of the High Court of Justice, was 
seized by a paralytic stroke. He rallied a 
little and his friends and medical advisors 
thought recovery possiblo, but towards mid- 
night he grew worse and began sinking 
rapidly, and yesterday he died, 

Joceased was born in Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, on Sebt. 22, 1814. He was educated 
in his native city, and in 1830, with his 
father, he emigrated to Canada when he 
was about 16 years old, and settled in the 
township of Trafalgar, in the county of 
Halton. Fora time he was employed by his 
uncle, the late Geo, Chaliners, asa clerk and 
continued in his service for three years. A 
year later he began the study of law, and 
in January, 1834, was articled to the late 
Hon. Robert Baldwin Sullivan, who was at 
the time in partnership with the great Re- 
form leader, Hon. Robert Baldwin. In 
Trinity term, 1839, he was called to the bar 
of Upper Canada, and a yeur later was tak- 
eninto partnership with Mr. Baldwin, 
which connection was maintained until 
1849, when Mr. Sullivan retired. On Nov- 
28, 1850, Adam Wilson was appointed a 
QC. by the Baldwin-Lafontaine govern- 
ment, and during the samo year was eclect- 
ed a bencher of the Law Society of Upper 
Canada. 

Turning his attention to municipal affairs 
Mr. Wilson was elected an alderman for 
Toronto in 1855. In 1859 he became mayor, 
and was re-elected in 1860. 

In 1856 he was appointed a commissioner 
for the consolidation of the public general 
statutes of Canada and Upper Canada re- 
spectively. 

In IS61 he published a text book, “A 
Sketch of the Office of Constable,” which 
was received with favor by the legal pro- 
fession and sustained its place as an 
authority upon the subject with which it 
deals. 

His connection with politics dates from 
1859, when in reform interest he was elect- 
edas the member of North York in the 
Canadian assembly, In 1891 he was an 
unsuccessful candidate for West Toronto. 
When the Conservatives were defeated in 
1862, and the Sandfield Macdonald-Sicotte 
Adniinistration was formed, he was ap- 
pointed Solicitor-General and held a seat in 
the Executive Council until 1863. 

On May 11, 1763, he was appointed a 
puisne judge of the Queen’s Bench and three 
months later was transferred to the Com- 
mon Pleas Division, where he remained 
until the Easter term of 1868, when he was 
again appointed to the Queen’s Bench as 
the successor of Hon. John Hawkins 
Hagarty. In 1878 he was appointed Chief 
Justice of the Common Pleas Division. He 
was from 1884 to 1887 Chief Justice of the 
Queen’s Bench Division and President of 
the High Court of Justice. After his retire- 
ment in 1887 he was knighted. 


THE SIMS ATROCITIES, 


Some of the Crimes Bob and His Gang 
Committed Before He Died. 


Mosi, Ala., Dec. 30.—H. A. Hendrix 
of Choctaw county, Ala., arrived Tuesday 
afternoon from the scene of the Sims 
troubles in Choctaw. He states that the 
firing between the two factions was continu- 
od all during Christmas Day, with occasion- 
al intervals of silence. 

The posse of 200 men were placed in dif- 
ferent positions about the Sims homestead, 
some behind trees and others in the bushes 
and outhouses. Christmas afternoon 
Thomas Bonner, an old man some 70 years 
old, said he would go forward and fire 
Bob's house, He succeeded in reaching 
one of the buildings close to Bob's main 
house and fired it. He then retreated 
under a storm of lead from Bob and the in- 
mates of the house, 

The flames begun to spread, when Bob 
seized n bucket of water, ran out of tho 
building where he was concealed, while 
volley after volley was fired by the posse, 
and extinguished the fire. Then he re- 
treated to the house. He was shot once in 
the left arm and a bullet went through his 
hat. Some time after this incident Bob 
and his companions surrendered, 

Hendrix gives additional particulars con- 
cerning the burning and looting of John 
McMillan’s house and the subsequent mur 
ders committed by the Sims gang. A little 
l4-year-old girlran out of the burning 
building, carrying 4 3-year-old infant in her 
arms. Her leg was broken by a bullet from 
one of the gang's gunand she fell to the 
ground, when sho was struck by another 
bullet and killed, The rescuing party the 
noxt morning on riding up found the infant 
playing alongside the dead girl and caress- 
ing her and occasionally dipping her hands 
in her would-be preserver’s life blood

Of exotic growth, like 
slavery in the South, it was early engrafted 
on the constitution of our young country, 
nurtured by the fostering care of successive 
governments, until it has grown to be an 
incorrigible youth of herouleau strength, 
powerful In political struggles, clinching ita 
debates with knock down arguments. I[n 
fact ib has become one of tho burning ques- 
tlons of the day. 

The conditions upon which hotels re- 
ceive their licenees are a source of protec: 
tion to the public if proporly looked after, 
bub by no means perfect, and will remain 
imperfect uatil the law is so changed as to 
make the sale of adulterated spirits a crime 
punishable by fine and Imprisonment, as in 
many of the states of Europe. Why donot 
our temperance advocates epeak out on this 
feature of protect on, which, short of pro- 
hibition, Is the most important of all? Pure 
spirits are costly and must bo sold at a pro- 
fit, so that by adopting this amendment to 
our liquor law, we will at once stamp oub 
the rivalry in five cent rot gut and tangle- 
leg whiskey—the common drink of the un- 
fortunate tippler as well as the habitual 
dronkard.

M4RRIES TO GET MONEY. 


Arrest of a Man Who Hasan Queer Way 
of Keplenishing His Purse, 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Dec. 30.—The report re 
ceived by telegraph that John Anderson 
was arrested in Albany, N.Y., is of great 
interest to many. people in St. Louis, where 
the man cut a wide swath as a matrimonial 
adventurer, 

He came to St. Louis something like 
three weeks ago, and put up at a small but 
nvistocratic hotel on Washington avenue.

His mail was heavy and it soon developed 
that he had advertised for a wife.

While he was negotiating with her a

®& young man, put in an appearance, It 
has since developed that Anderson had 
been to Girard, had met the woman, per- 
suaded her to sell her home and join him 
here. He had told her to bring a stout 
young inan with her to act as superintend- 
ent of his rauch. He met the pair and took 
them toa cheap hotel. Then he wanted 
her to let him haye the money she got for 
the land, but she refused. 

He then got the young man to give him 
$60, all he had, and saying he would go gee 
the marriage license and then buy railroad 
tickets for the party, he departed. 

It now develops that he went straight to 
the depot, aud with Mra. Purcell, departed 
for Cleveland, Ohio. 

The Kansas widow retucned to her home 
very much disgusted. When he reached 
Cleveland, Anderson robbed Mes, Vurcell, 
whom he had married, and leaving her des- 
titute, disappeared. 1t is for this crime 
tbat he was arrested at Albany. 

Tt hus since developed that he also fooled 
three other women. One of these, a young 
girl apparently 16 years old, is believed ta 
be an accomplice; another about 18 years 
old, eloped Chicago with him several 
months ago. These two uro apparently 
anxious to keep their experieuce secret, and 
so far as is known they do not claim that 
he married them, 

The third, however, is a middled-aged 
woman, whom the people call the mystery. 
She has told the chief of police her name 
and who she is, but otherwise her identity 
is a secret, She says Anderson 
married her year. ago, and she 
will put him in the penitentiary 
for bigamy if possible.

Since his flight from this city it has 
developed that he has for the last three 
years FeNenOy been in the city aroPPing 
at one of three hotels, always quiet anc 
retired but aristocratic, and at all of these 
places he is highly spoken of an exemplary 
man.

Bat some of the constl- 
tatlonal authorities, who have held that a 
Governor fa justified in withdrawing hls 
confidence from Ministers who are un- 
grammatical and self sufficlent, now think 
that when a Governor has discovered that 
the treasury is belng robbed he ought to 
continue his confidence {n the Ministers 
who are cospousible, and, acting upon thelr 
advice, sign without enquiry or dissent all 
such drafts upon the treasury as they may 
see fit to present to him. Mr. Mercier 
himself holds it to be a fearfal outrage that 
he, who applauded tho dismissal of Mr, De 
Boucherville for bad grammar and egotism, 
should be sent adrift simply because $100,- 
000 has bezn stolen. Mr. Mills says it-is 
{mpoeslble to adequately describle Liou- 
tenant Goveroor Angers’ misconduct, and 
Mr. Laurier thinks the dismissal of Mr. 
Mercler smacks of the South American 
Republics. 

THE CLUSING YEAR.

It affords 
us much pleasure tostate that the entor- 
prise of providiog permanent communica- 
tlon between Belleville and Prince Edward 
has been a great success, as will be 
demonstrated by the fisanclal 

which will shortly be made publio, 

With progress and prosperity general 
throughout tho country, with plenty on 
every hand, the old year closes {n an aus 
piclous manner.

Attempts of Wormwood Sorubbs Prison 
ors to Regain Their Liberty 


Loxpon, Dec. 31,—It was reported yea- 
terday that a number of prisoners at Worm- 
wood Secrubbs had determined to make a 
break for liberty, und Jn Satarday last 
they attempted to put their plans into 
effect, ‘The moment slibeed was Sarton the 
religious services held daily in the prison. 

Everything was proceeding as quietly as 
usual when 30 of the convicts sprang from 
the bexches and made a rush for the main 
door of the prison. The wardens were not 
napping, howover, and the convicta had 
hardly started for the door before they 
wore checked with drawn revolvers.

Wormwood Scrubbs is near Notting Hill.

Oliver C. Perry, the railroad brakeman ac- 
cused of robbing the express car on the 
Central-Hudsor Railroad, near Utica, three 
months ago, The letter bore a Canadian 
stamp, which covered a United States 
Stamp, The postmark is not very plain, 
but it is evidently the cancelling mark used 
by a railroad postal agent. The name of 
the railroad is, as Seal as can be deter- 
mined, the “‘W.G. & B.” It is not doubted 
that the letter is genuine. It contains 
Perry's confession, which reads as follows: 

CANADA—To whomit may concern: Thear 
Messenger Moore and another man are sus- 
pected of being implicated in the robbery 
that occurred Oct. 1, 1891. I want to state 
that they are innocent. I alone am guilty. 
As sinfulas Iam, God knows that lam 
not guilty of alll amaccusediof. When I 
professed to serve God I was honest in all I 
said and did, Through some influence I 
became skeptical and neglected prayer, and 
then it was that I was overcome by the 
power of my past life. 

When I heard that Iwas accused of so 
many wags I was not guilty of my quick 
temper made me do some things that I would 
recall if I could, I would gladly refund 
the money, butit’s all gone. Much of it 
was lost. 

I will never give myself up to. be im- 
yrisoned, for the laws of a land will not 
foraive aman, but God may. This is my 
only hope now, Sincerely.

To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 

Dean Sin,—Mr, Moagher says we aro 
not informed why the Olty Oouncil have 
agreed to submita ballot to the electors 
for a reduction of the number of hotel li- 
censes to twenty. Mr. Moagher perhaps 
knows that, two or threo times, petitions 
have been presented to the Councll (one 
with over one thousand electors’ names op), 
asking them to reduce the number of llcens- 
ed places in the city, They have declined 
to grant the prayer of these petitions, and 
the last time they told the ladies of the W. 
O,T,U, and others who were petitioning, 
that the proper way to settle this matter 
would be to submit a ballot to the electors, 
and in that way get an expreasion of opin- 
ioo, and then they could act upon ib. The 
reasons the temperance people have been 
so apxlous to have the number reduced are: 
firat, that we have more in proportion to 
our population than any other place the alzs 
of Belleville in Ontarlo, having one for 
every 400 people, or about one f.r every 
85 electors ; and it ia a fact that the more 
places there are the more drinking there 
will be, and the more temptation to men 
who are trying to reform. Then if there fs 
less drinking there will be less crime and 
poverty, and more money to spend for food 
and clothing, if less is spent for what Mr. 
Meagher terms ‘‘yile stuff.” 

**Molra”’ in his lester to the Untario a few 
days ago on this question, in the firat part 
of it was against the reduction, as it would 
create a monopoly ; tefore he finished he 
advocated high license, and eald it would 
reduce the number to seven or eigh>. This 
woald be monopoly for sure. Most tem- 
perance people are opposed to high liconse, 
as it has not been found to reduce the 
number of licansed houses when tried, but 
rather to increase. Then, ic lb is an evil, 
io will nob make itright to make {t more 
expensive and take more revenue for it. 
Then again **Moira” sald there would be a 
Icss to the City of $1,500 in license fees. 
This fs nob correct, as the City only get 
$1650 for each license, and if five are cat 
off it will only be $750. But there Is 
another alde to this revenue question. 1b 
will cost us leas to maintain the gaol. The 
experience of London last year by the prison 
report Js that it cost them over $1000 
less to keep up their gaol with fifty licuuses 
against sixty-nine the year before. And 


less money is spent for Nquor 
more could be spent for groceries, 
dry goods, boots and shoes, &, 


and there would be more to pay the alight- 
ly increased taxes; Some of the laboring 
men say that if they vote for this it will be 
against their cwn Intereata. They do not 
evidently conalder that ib has been proven 
that ia oll the businesses 20 per cent. goes 
to the laborer, while in the liquor business 
only 2 per cent’ goes to the laborer. While 
the temperance advocates would hold up 
both hands for prohibition and are far more 
anxlous for it than lots of people who say, 
“Why don't you go in for prohibition ?” 
They are working acd praying for {b aud 
are ready to vote forit. Still, if we can- 
nob have total prohibition, let us have a 
emall degree of it, From a business stand- 

int this liquor question only has one 
side, and that is that itis against general 
business. If the amount of money spent 
in the five places proposed to be cut off 
was turned into other channels of trade ib 
would be far more benaficial to our city ; 
and I think that if wo wish our olty to 
prosper all good citizens should vote for 
the reduction.
